in their effort to keep up an interest 

on the part of the people in missions. 
Under some powerful speaker the hearts of 
many are stirred and for the time they seem 
willing to do great things for the cause of 
Christ. We have seen men and women take 
from their persons jewelry in lavish quanti- 
ties and give it to missions. not having the 
ready cash, they did the next best thing with- 
in their reach by giving some valued treasure 
or heirloom to be sold for the spread of the 
gospel. Oh, if people could only be kept at 
that point in missionary zeal, there would be 
a chance to offer the gospel to the world. As 
it is, such a scene may be witnessed to-day, and 
a year hence little trace of it could be found 
among the same people. Of course, we may 
all be glad that such a rule is not universal. 
There are some people in the world who do 
not change with the wind—missionary in sen- 
timent and spirit to-day, they are the same 
to-morrow, and you may count on them every 
time in a hard pull to do their part, and you 
will rarely, if ever, be disappointed. That 
is the kind of a missionary church we need 
to build, for that is the only kind of a peo- 
ple upon whom the Master may depend to 
earry out His command—to give the gospel to 
all the world. 

We talk much of a missionary church, but 
what makes a missionary church, and how 
is it done? Any effort to answer those two 
questions will mean a getting at the bottom 
facts of the missionary idea, and that is the 
need in almost every community. The true 
spirit of missions is just the thing that so 
many good people do not catch at all. They 
hear missions talked and even read of mis- 
sions, and yet they seem far from getting the 
true ideal, and not having the true ideal, it 
does not require much to induce neglect of 
the great theme, and neglect is the forerun- 
ner of indifference, and indifference is the 
basis of missionary inactivity. Here we are 
face to face with one of the greatest barriers 
to the spread of the gospel and the greatest 
handicap that hinders the growth of the 
Church of Christ. 


Now the question is, What makes a mis- 
sionary church and how is it done? The 
answer to that question is the answer to 
many other questions. If we can answer that 
truly, we shall have solved the main difficul- 
ties in the way of the progress of Christian- 
ity, and we shall hasten the day of His com- 
ing in His millennial glory. This is true be- 
cause the spiritual force that will make a 
people missionary, will most likely make 
them anything else they ought to be in the 
divine life. It therefore seems likely that 
there must be some overwhelming power 
which, if brought to bear aright upon the 
church, would move it forward under a 
mighty impulse that would make it thorough- 
‘ly Christian and fully missionary. But is 
there any such force? Certainly there is, or 
the church would be in a desperately hopeless 
condition—we mean the church at large, or 
the universal Church. 


Oo: of the trials of all churches comes 


An editorial in The Christian Conservator 
of a recent date strikes the key-note on this 
question, and we believe puts the whole se- 
cret in a short space, as when it says: 

Only those churches whose faith enables 
them to appropriate Pentecost can have eith- 
er the apostolic ideal of the world for Christ, 
or the apostolic power by which Christ can 
be carried to the world. 

We believe that is true, and we just as 
surely believe that is the solution of a wan- 
ing interest in missionary work in all denom- 
inations. If every church could have a 
Pentecost, akin to that of olden times, then 
under the necessary instruction, the Church 
will become actively missionary, and in the 
main the missionary spirit and interest will 
abide. Such a victory on that basis for mis- 
sions will at the same time be a victory for 
every department of the church in all of its 
activities. The church which has truly had 
its Pentecost is just ready for any work the 
Lord imposes on it. The opposite is true. 
The church which has not had its Pente- 
cost is not ready for the real gospel activi- 
ties which the Lord asks His people to main- 
tain, and especially is that church not ready 
for the gracious work of Christian missions 
—for the spread of the gospel among the 
destitute populations of the world. 

How is such a work wrought? It can be 
done only in God’s way. There is no other. 
Do you ask us to tell you what that way is? 
But you must go to God to find out for your- 
self what that way is. If we should attempt 
to tell you how to do it, you might attempt to 
lean upon us, and then in case of any failure 
on our part, it would fall upon your effort 
and destroy it. The thing to do is for each 
individual to go to God in prayer and get the 
Lord’s way for your individual life. When 
that has been accomplished, the church made 
up of that kind of Christians in the main, 
will be able to produce such results under 
the leadership of the Spirit. Get the idea! 
First the individual members of the church 
finding for themselves personally God’s plan 
for the enrichment of their own hearts and 
minds, and second, the church, made up of 
such consecrated members in the main, will 
readily find what God’s way for them is, and 
when they have found it, they will find Chris- 
tian missions in the center of the plan. 

It was for this purpose that God sent His 
Son into the world to save man. The first 
saved become the helpers in carrying the 
message of salvation to others, to all the 
world, so far as they have opportunity and 
the means. That is just the teaching of 
Titus 2:14 (Jesus Christ) “Who gave him- 
self for us, that he might redeem us from 
all iniquity, and purify unto himself a pe- 
culiar people, zealous of good works.” 

There it is! He saved us that He might 
purify us and make us zealous of good works. 
The truth is a man is not a Christian right 
till he is zealous of good works. That is one 
stamp of the indwelling presence. The man 
who has no zeal for the salvation of the 
world can scarcely be said to know anything 
of that salvation for which he knows no zeal, 


and that is why it is so hard to keep people 
interested in missions, We do not say that 
a man cannot be a Christian and be not thus 
zealous for the cause of Christ, but we do 
say that such an one cannot be possessing 
the fulness of God in the Christian life. The 
fulness of God will mean the fulness of zeal. 


Zinzendorf, a man of deep spirituality and 
great zeal, said one day to a man: “Can you 
go as a missionary to Greenland?’ “Yes.” 
“Can you go to-morrow?’ “Yes, if the cob- 
bler has finished my shoes I can go to-mor- 
row.” That was a man of zeal. 


Wesley once said: “If I had three hundred 
men who feared nothing but God, hated noth- 
ing but sin, and were determined to know 
nothing among men but Jesus Christ and 
Him crucified, I would set the world on fire.” 
And Wesley did not lack much of doing what 


he said, even if he did not have three hun- 
dred such men. 


Plenty of us know how to be zealous in 
business, but not in the Lord’s business. Rev. 
F. Von Schluembach gives an interesting in- 
cident on this point. He says: 

I went into a place in St. Louis to see a 
friend. While there a commercial traveler 
came in and said, “I want to sell you some 
jewelry.” “Get out,” said the proprietor, “I 
do not want to see your samples.” “But you 
must,” said the man, and began to unpack ! 
The proprietor became interested, and so did 
I. He showed him a fine lot of goods, dia- 
monds, pearls, and precious stones set in 
gold, and he sold the man $700.00 worth. 
Well, thought I, that fellow is smart. When 
he had sold the bill, he said to the merchant, 
“Now I have one more thing to show you: 
the best thing I have.” And he began to go 
deeper into his cases, and I began to wonder 
what he could mean; better than gold, dia- 
monds, and pearls? Then I get up closer, 
and the merchant did, too. The drummer 
took out a little case and opened it, and 
there was a Bagster Bible, and as he turned 
the leaves he said: “This is the pear! of great 
price, better than all earthly possession. It 
is God’s Word.” 

When Christians have that kind of enthu- 
siasm, the Church will become missionary to 
the heart, through and through.

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“ROME NEVER SLEEPS” 

That is the boasted claim of Roman Cath- 
olics, but at best it is merely a boast, for 
she changes whenever it is to her advantage 
to change. For instance, a little while azo 
the Pope proclaimed what he was pleased to 
call the “Ne Temere” decree. That means 
that after Easter, 1908, the marriage of any 
Catholic to a Catholic, or to a non-Catholic, 
contracted before a squire or a minister, is 
null and void. Germany raised a row over 
the decree, as it was holding up the children 
of the families of that country as “illegiti- 
mates,” and forthwith the Pope explained 
that he did not mean to include Germany as 
under that decree. Germany was to be com- 
mended for her vigorous protest, and it re- 
moved this implied stain upon her children. 

We are wondering why the United States 
Government is sitting still and allowing the 
Pope thus to try to put a stain upon the ehil- 
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dren of the families of this country. The 
priests of the Roman Catholic Church are 
teaching and so seeking to make every one 
believe that in this country a man and wom- 
an not married by a Roman Catholic priest 
are the parents of illegitimate children—a 
burning shame to a civilized and Christian 
people, and yet, so far as we know, the Uni- 
ted States Government has had not one word 
to say against the unholy decree of the Pope 
of Rome, meantime the priests go on teaching 
publicly that no one is married till he is 
married by a Roman Catholic priest. Of 
course that makes every child whose parents 
were not so married to be an illegitimate off- 
spring of an unholy marital union, and what 
we believe is worse yet, our Government 
makes no resentment to such a wicked senti- 
ment, aliowing it to go unrebuked. We like 
Germany's attitude in this matter—it prompt- 
ly notified the Pope that no such ruling could 
be tolerated in that Empire. We need some 
of that sort of backbone in this country. We 
have been hoping that the incoming President 
might show his hand in maintaining the hon- 
or of our children, and like the Emperor of 
Germany, put a quietus on this horrible idea, 
but his first announced appointment is rather 
discouraging, The papers say that Mr. Wil- 
son has appointed a Jesuit Roman Catholic 
to he his private secretary. It is said that 
this is one of the most important offices in 
the gift of the President, and for the reason 
that the private secretary to the President is 
in charge of all the affairs of the President 

that he carefully goes through the mail 
and selects such as in his judgment the Pres- 
ident ought to see, and what he decides the 
President ought not to see, never goes to the 
Chief Executive at all. TWence of course, no 
complaint against the inroads of Catholicism 
will reach the President. A Jesuit is said to 
he the most intense of all Catholics, and so 
with one as private secretary to the Presi- 
dent, we may know what to expect. We yet 
hope it may not prove to be this way, for 
While we are not a partisan, we admire Mr. 
Wilsen as a man, and we wish his adminis- 
tration well. 

It seems strange that the American people 
should submit to have this most sacred rela- 
tion of husband and wife, of parent and 
child, assailed and called in question by any 
foreign power. If we submit to this shame, 
what may we not come to submit to in the 
course of human events, directed by the Pope 
of Nome? It is time, not only to think, but 
it is time to act. 


THIS IS HEART-MOVING 


Perhaps it is true that one half of the 
people do not know how the other half lives. 
We suspect it is true. The Christian Herald 
is credited with having told the very touch- 
ing story below, and it seems to bear upon 
its face some evidence of being true. Let 
us all read the story, and see if we may not 
learn to be a happier and a more contented 
people, if we can provide food, clothes, and 
shelter for our loved ones. The story is as 
follows: 


Governor Wilson, of New Jersey, the oth- 
er day, signed requisition papers for the re- 
turn of Charles Leroy Brown, who had de- 
serted his wife and children, to Baltimore. 
By the authority of these’ papers, Brown 
was taken from Vineland, N. J., to Balti- 
more to answer an indictment by the grand 
jury there for deserting his family. Brown 
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left his family last March. Until three 
months ago the mother worked to provide 
for herself and children. Then she had to 
go to Johns Hopkins Hospital to become the 
mother of another babe. During her illness 
her savings had dwindled to a few pennies. 
It was then that she sold for $25 a quantity 
of her blood to the surgeons for transfusion 
to another woman. She stood the operation 
well, and her blood saved the life of the oth- 
er patient. “I would sell more of my blood, 
and would even sacrifice my life if it would 
keep my children from suffering.” A moth- 
er’s love—who can measure it? Who can de- 
scribe it? Jt is nearer the love-of the Christ 
than anything this side of heaven. Amid the 
scenes of evil, the acts of frozen selfishness, 
the tragedies of crime, the beautiful act of 
this devoted mother in selling her life’s blood 
to save her children from starving appears in 
striking contrast. The prophet uses the pa- 
thetic affections of a mother for her child as 
a type of God’s love for His children. “As 
one whom his mother comforteth, so will I 
comfort you.”

A BRIEF CONCEPTION OF A GREAT 
THOUGHT 


One of the most serious hindrances to 
building up the life of God’s people is their 
failure to understand Him—to grasp His 
thought. For this there is a reason, and 
we know of none better than the fact that 
the masses of the people do not specially 
seek to know the meaning of things in the 
divine life. They search out the meaning 
of ideas in secular life, and try to make 
them practical in their bearing upon the 
problems of life. Tn itself that is commend- 
able, but if commendable in secular life, 
how much more so must it be in the Chris- 
tian life, where we are at best as children 
learning life in reality, and most of all, life 
in its relation to God and eternity. 


In the Christian life one of the funda- 
mentals, both in fact and necessity, is conse- 
cration, and yet how few of the average 
church members have given it real and 
prayerful study, seeking to get the benefit 
of the real thing. Our ideas of the meaning 
of consecration seem vague and indefinite. 
We do not seem to know where the work 
begins, nor where it ends, neither do we 
seem to understand its purpose. Why? Oh, 
we suppose because we have not really tricd 
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to find out the full significance of the ideu, 
and yet in the Christian life, it seems 
to be one of God’s great rock-bottom facts 
in Christian service. If this is true, why 
is it that we are not anxious to know more 
of its meaning, more of its significance to 
our own individual heart life and power 
and fruitfulness. 

When a Christian is consecrated, whose 
is the act? Not long ago we heard a min- 
ister pray that the Lord would consecrate 
the lives of the people. Did any one ever 
know Him to do such a thing as that? Does 
God ever really consecrate a man? That 
brother seemed to think so, and yet we do 
not recall any instance in the Bible in which 
the Lord ever consecrated a man to His 
service in the primary meaning of that idea. 

Do you ask: “Then,.who does the consecra- 
tion of the believer?” Well, most certainly 
the believer himself.. If that is true, and 
we believe it is, then the man who sings— 


“Consecrate me, Lord, to Thy service,” 


simply makes a mistake, just as that preach- 
er did who prayed to the Lord to consv- 
crate the people to His work. 

The primary idea of consecration neces- 
sarily involves the act of the person con- 
secrated. No one else has a right to conse- 
crate a life to God except the man to whom 
that life has been given. What is consecra- 
tion, anyway? It is devoting one’s time and 
strength and means and life to some pur- 
pose. Hence, the man who consecrates his 
life to God, has by an act of his own de- 
voted his life and all it may be to God. 
Moses called upon the people to consecrate 
themselves to God. So did David, so did 
Paul, and so have the great leaders in 
every age of the Church. Consecration is a 
gift of the life to God. If it were left 
to the Lord to consecrate the people to His 
service, He might do it, were such a thing 
possible, and yet the people be no more given 
to Him after than before. Each man is a 
free moral agent, and as such, he must de- 
cide what he will do with his life before it 
can be given to any one. If the man decides 
to give his life to God, then that is an act 
of consecration, but no one else can conse- 
crate his life to God but himself. 

The poet sang a beautiful song of conse- 
cration when he wrote: 


“Were the whole realm of nature mine, 
That were a present far too small, 
Love so amazing, so divine, 
Demands my life, my soul, my all.”

The first of last month the doors of the 
Mound Chapel church were opened to a trav- 
eling evangelist of the Disciple faith who held 
a four-weeks’ meeting, resulting in sixty-one 
conversions and a large number of baptisms, 
with that whole community inoculated with 
the Campbell doctrine, baptism for the re- 
mission of sins. 

It has been said that the Christian Church 
was the most liberal church in the world, and 
I believe it to be true, and that it has been 
far too liberal. 

If it had been more loyal to our God-given 
principles and less liberal we might have 
been one of the largest denominations. 

A few years ago I was called to hold spe- 
cial services in a beautiful little city. 

We found there, an M. BE. church, a Pres. 
byterian, a U. B., and a Disciple, all with 
fine modern church buildings, with a large 
membership. Our church (the Christian) 
with an old church building, with a weak 
membership. 

We were informed that the Christian 
church was the first organized, and built the 
first church building in the town. And that 
its doors had first been opened to the M. E. 
people, who held special meetings, followed 
with regular services for a time, and then 
organized and went out and built another 
church. And later on the Presbyterians were 
permitted to do likewise, then followed the 
U. B., who did likewise, and last but not 
least, the Disciple people were permitted to 
do likewise, and with each new organization 
there was a decrease in the membership of 
the Christian church, until we had but few 
members and an old style meeting-house at 
the time we were there. 

Is it not plain to be seen why we have not 
grown and become a_ larger denomination? 
The sects have always taken advantage of 
our broad liberality. 

During the last few years a man holding 
a high official position of our denomination 
has been visiting various conferences, advis- 
ing and approving of our weak churches 
forming union pastorates with other denom- 
inations and employing sectarfan ministers 
for pastors. 

Judging the future by the past, it does not 
take a prophet, nor the son of a prophet, to 
tell what the outcome of such a federation or 
union will be. 

It means a union likened unto the “Snake 
and the Frog.” 

It means the surrendering of our name 
ond principles, and all that’s near and dear 
to us as a people. 

I think we ought to learn by past experi- 
ence, that sectarian ministers and churches 
are not working to build up our principles, 
but that they are always endeavoring to add 
to their own, by sowing seeds of discord, 
causing division among our people. 

May God help us to be more loyal, and to 
carefully guard our pulpits against the rav- 
ages of sectarianism.

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“GOOD MEN IN BAD TIMES” 


The Virginia-Pilot and Landmark of Feb- 
ruary 3, 1913, makes the following report of 
a sermon delivered by Rev. W. W. Staley, 
D. D., in the Suffolk Christian church, Feb- 
ruary 2, on the interesting theme, “Good Men 
in Bad Times:” 

“It is no easy matter,” said Dr. Staley, “to 
be good in the midst of a corrupt age; bui 
it is possible for, ‘I can do all things through 
Christ which strengtheneth me.’ Noah and 
his family present an example of great en- 
couragement to the faithful of this genera- 
tion. If Noah descended from pure ances- 
tors, while the multitude descended from 
corrupt marriages between the sons of the 
godly and the daughters of the ungodly, still 
he was exposed to the corrupting influence 
and - temptations of a wicked generation. 
Moreover, his whole family evidently enter- 
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ed into like experience and character with 
himself, else it would be proved that they 
were saved by his goodness. They were 
saved because they pleased God and were 
not contaminated by the wickedness of that 
day. This presents the younger members 
of the family religious as well as the parents 
of riper years. Family religion is very 
clearly discovered here, and family religion 
is the finest and most potential type. There 
is no reason why whole families may not be 
saved, unless the head has a spurious type 
of religion. The contrast between this fam- 
ily and the world shows what salvation real- 
ly is. 

Noah was first, a just man. 

He had faith in God’s word. When God 
said, “I will destroy man,” Noah believed it, 
and was justified—he “found grace in the 
eyes of the Lord.” His legal standing was 
determined by his faith. ‘Without faith it 
is impossible to please Him.” Security in 
evil times is not in personal resistance to 
evil, but in believing God’s word. Obeying 
orders means about the same thing. To be 
just is to be right in law and Noah was safe 
from the coming flood. 

Second, a perfect man. 

Noah was a complete man in his genera- 
tion. He had all the qualities of a blame- 
less man. He was not sinless; but he was 
not a sinner. He was a believer and his 
conduct was religious. He was a virtuous, 
pious man. God so regarded him, and his 
sons so regarded him; and I have no doubt 
the men of his age so regarded him. He 
had the marks of a good man. Wicked men 
thought him foolish, but they did not doubt 
his character. He was devoted to God and 
devoted to the people. He believed God’s 
message and he preached to the people, and 
his sons stood by him. This family is a 
rebuke to Christian families that go with the 
evil-doers to be in society. 

Third, a Godlike man. 

It is spiritual fellowship. Noah’s sons 
and their wives entered into this spiritual 
fellowship with God and made the one spir- 
itual family, when the world was wholly cor- 
rupt. “The imagination of the thoughts of 
their hearts was only evil continually. The 
world was given over to evil. A whole 
city of slums and dives. No clean spot. 
No pure thought. No spiritual heart. It 
was in the midst of such vilefiess that Noah 
walked with God.” Dr. Staley concluded 
with these words: “This age lays emphasis 
on environment. All reform movements 
look to improvéd environment. That is the 
argument against cancerous spots in cities; 
the ground for new laws in mill towns; the 
city of social service. Yet Adam fell in per- 
fect environment, while Noah was Godlike in 
foulest environment. Environment neither 
saves nor damns. There is no environment 
that can save those who disobey God’s word; 
there is no environment that can damn those 
who obey God’s word.”

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Ministers Needed—A Suggestion

One of the greatest questions confronting 
the Christian Church is to get pastors for 
the unsupplied pastorates. On receiving the 
Christian Annual, I was appalled at the 
number of charges without pastors, and this 
in itself affords a very satisfactory explana- 
tion of why the Church is weak. It perhaps 
seems to me more appalling than what it 
really is, coming as I do from a Church 
where it is readily seen to that every church 
has a pastor and every available pastor has 
a church. This, after all, is the measure 
of church growth. 

Recently in traveling I came across a 
Moravian minister, who was out drumming 
up ministers. He was offering to take any 
young man, who had a fairly good education, 
and pay all his expenses for a college educa- 
tion, and then place him in a charge pay- 
ing not less than $1,000 per year. Upon 
hearing this, I was not then surprised that 
he looked upon the ministry merely as a 
profession, and upon his work, drumming up 
preachers, merely as a school board would 
in looking for teachers. 

By .this means, doubtless the Moravian 
Church secured educated men for their min- 
istry, even if judged by spiritual standards 
they fell below par. This also is an Episco- 
palian view, and they exhort men to enter 
the ministry, if they show talent, not merely 
that they feel driven to the work by an 
inward compulsion. I, who believe in a God- 
called ministry, cannot entirely sympathize 
with these methods. 

in the Methodist Church, an average of 
every twenty-five churches entirely support 
one man to see that the twenty-five 
churches, or charges, have pastors. At this 
rate the Southern Methodist Church spends 
about $350,000 per year in salaries to men 
whose work specifically and primarily is to 
get a quota of pastors for their districts, 
and to keep in touch with each pastor, to 
see if he is diligent in his work. The Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church North, for a like 
service, spends nearly $800,000.00, or per- 
haps nearer a million. 

Now for the Christian Church to do either 
one of these things, even on a smaller plan, 
is Clearly impossible, neither would it be 
desirable if it were possible, since it would 
conflict with independent congregationalism, 
and would tend to make us, as a Church, 
more dogmatic—a less free Church. But 
who will say that something ought not to 
be done by the Christian Church, in order 
to supply its pulpits with pastors? And 
something can be done, moreover, without 
conflicting with the congregational system 
of government, or with the freedom of the 
individual churches. 


For instance, if the Christian Church 
could employ only one man for the whole 
Church, to look after this work, why not 
authorize and require the president, say, of 
the American Christian Convention to de 
vote his entire time to securing pastors for 
needy churches, and looking up young men 
who are of the kind and character suited 
to make pastors? Or, if employing one man 
for this specific work would meet objection, 
which it would not, I think, let a committee 
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be appointed to look after supplying needy 
congregations, and pay their expenses for 
such trouble. 

I, myself, do not believe it is wrong to 
solicit for men of good character and stand- 
ing from the other Churches, where we are 
sure as to their standing, and that they 
would make suitable working pastors for 
their congregations. - Many times I have 
learned men were dissatisfied with their 
chureh relation, only they trembled to make 
the suggestion, and feared to attempt to 
establish themselves in another Church. 

For instance, one man I know in the Meth- 
odist Church is a graduate of Vanderbilt 
University, and is the peer of many a pastor 
of a city church getting $2,000 a year, or 
more, yet he is struggling along in a country 
charge at $500 per year. It is a clear case 
of injustice to the man. His presiding elder 
tells him he will give him a station equal 
to his ability as soon as a certain man is 
out of the way. 

Another able pastor I know has always 
been kept down because his brother is a 
presiding elder, and the conference cannot 
afford to give preeminence to two men, 
brothers, of the same name. Sometimes in 
the Methodist Church a man has to wait 
to come into his own until somebody dies, 
or transfers to another conference. Now, 
these are men who are not merely ecclesias- 
tically ambitious, but are men who, at great 
expense have qualified themselves to work 
anywhere, and they feel it an injustice 
that a field of opportunity for which they 
have fitted themselves is closed to them by 
arbitrary members, who happen to be their 
official superiors. 

Now, if a man of tact can zo about it 
rightly, and learn of such as I have de- 
scribed, he can easily get them to accept 
a field where the door of opportunity stands 
wide open. It would be a blessing to that 
man, and to the Christian Church as well. 

In Erie, here, we have two young men 
who are looking towards the ministry. One 
is unmarried and is working to get his edu- 
cation, and has a hopeful future. Another 
is married, has a family, and feels he ought 
to have some extra training, which he does 
not feel able to give himself. If some big- 
hearted layman could see his way to help 
keep this man in college two years, the 
Christian Church would have doubtless one 
more faithful Christian minister. This man 
would also do all he could to sustain him- 
self while in college. But right here in Erie 
Conference we have room for them, as two 
charges are vacant. In some of the confer- 
ences, I see, no less than one dozen churches 
are pastorless. Surely this ought to call 
out some extra effort in order to get pastors 
for our pastorless churches.

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SOMETHING UNUSUAL!

February 8, the Mission Treasurer receiv- 
ed fifty dollars for foreign missions from 
the Memorial Temple, Norfolk, Va.. Sunday- 
school. Nothing unusual about this, for 
that Sunday-school is used to contributing 
in a genereus way for missions. Remember- 
ing that just about one month previous we 
had received fifty dollars from the same 
church for the same cause, led us to note 
closely the following from the good brother's 
letter that brought the fifty, that brings the 
fifties, from that church: 

“Our Sunday-school has adopted the rule 
that as soen as fifty dollars is in hand for 
foreign missions, the same be forwarded.” 
Thatexplains. We read on: *‘This sum is to be 
<redited to the foreign mission pledge of Me- 
morial Christian Temple for the year 1913.” 
Now mark, here is the unusual feature 
about it: “Our school has raised this amount 
in advance of the annual pledge which will 
be made June 8, 1913.” 

Think of it, this Sunday-schovl, just one 
department of the church, has contributed 
end sent in fifty dollars, on, and four 
months in advance, of the time when the 
pledge is te be made! Yes; this is not only 
“unusual,” but it is simply grand! 

How does the Memorial Temple Sunday- 
school succeed in raising so much for mis- 
sions and keeping it up so long? (For this 
is only a beginning of what they will add 
to that pledge.) This is the secret of it, 
I am sure: Beginning back some twelve 
years or more when our good brother, Dr. 
Ibarrett, was pastor. they’ were taught and 
trained to contribute every Sunduy for mis- 
siots. How do I know? In November. 
3900, I spent a Sunday in that church and 
parsonage. They had just handed me a 
check for one thousand dollars for foreign 
missions, to which the Sunday-school had 
contributed about three hundred dollars. 
Were they tired of giving, and glad to get 
the burden off their hands? Not at ali. 
This Sunday that I was there was the first 
after completing and paying their former 
pledge, and as I saw with my own eyes and 
had explained to me, they went right on 
that day taking the mission offering as they 
kad been accustomed to, and doing it wirn 
joy and gladness. The next year the check 
was one thousand three dollars and sixty- 
seven cents. 


On, and on—and still the Norfolk church 
and Sunday-school has stood nearly every 
year at the head of all our churches in the 
matter of contributing for foreign missions, 
at least so far as has been reported to the 
mission t*easury. 


TWO DEDUCTIONS 


1. The possibilties of our Sunday-schools 
for the cause of missions. Their undevelop- 
ed resources for the cause; the necessity for 
their development, for the benefit not only 
of the cause of missions for the present 
and the future, but for the blessing and the 
development of the Christ-like, benevolent 
faculty of the individual members of the 
schools. (Fact is, much of the giving in our 
Sunday-schools has a tendency to cultivate 
the spirit of selfishness more than that o1 


benevolence—giving simply for themselves, 
their own school); and how is, or can, this 
development be brought about? Who will 
write it up, preach it up, teach it up, and 
how keep it up? 

Oh, why are not more of our preachers, 
Sunday-school superintendents and teachers 
ieaching and training the children and 
young people in the interest of Christian 
immissions? What the Sunday-school of the 
Norfolk Memorial Temple church is and has 
heen doing every other Sunday-school, in 
proportion to its ability, cax do. 

Heavy responsibility somewhere. 
it? Read James 4:17. 

2. The present lesson and example of the 
Norfolk church and Sunday-school is to be 
cemmended to all our churches, schools, so- 
cieties, and boards—not to defer too long the 
sending of the offerings in order to send in 
larger bulks. Our family needs are daily, 
constantly through the year. We scarcely 
think of laying in the supplies simply once 
or twice a year. This would be hard to do 
unless we were well supplied with ready 
cash in advance. As our family needs re- 
quire constant supplies, so with our mis- 
sionaries and mission workers. In our 
Home Department, where the workers are 
not wholly dependent on their appropria- 
tions from the mission treasury, payments 
are due quarterly; in the foreign depart- 
ment payments are due monthly; in the ad- 
ministration department there are more or 
less expenses occurring almost daily. It is 
plainly to be seen that an almost constant 
inflow to the mission treasury is needed. 

The lesson—frequent remittances.

“BLESSED ARE THE POOR IN SPIRIT” 

In the study of the Sermon on the Mount 
the question arose as to where the blessed- 
ness lay, whether in the poverty or in the 
spirit. But it seemed quite clear that the 
blessedness could not be in the poverty, 
but in the spirit. All that I have, I have 
received from God. All men are poor to 
the degree of being paupers without even a 
rag to cover their nakedness but for the 
mercy of God. In everything I am the 
beneficiary of God. My life, my virtue, my 
character, my purity are all from God. 

This fact of poverty brings us all into 
touch with God and all the rest is a matter 
of relationship. God can give to us only 
when the heart is conscious of its poverty. 

In Luke 17:10, Jesus says, “So likewise 
ye, when ye shall have done all these things 
which are commanded you, say, We are un- 
profitable servants: we have done that 
which was our duty to do.” How is it that 
a man who has spent his life in doing good 
deeds is an unprofitable servant? The 
answer is found in seeing that it is a matter 
of balance between what we give to God 
and what He has done for us. However 
much we have brought to God, it is very 
small in comparison with what He has done 
for us. God is carrying me at a loss to 
Himself on His books.. There is nothing, 
it seems to me, so calculated to send a man 
down on his knees in the dust as the fact 
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of unprofitableness, But there is no place 
where one is so safe as when he is on his 
knees. 


Do we grow smaller as we know God? 
No. We simply realize our own smaliness 
and appreciate ourselves at our true worth. 
But when we are in this frame of mind we 
come into right relations with God and are 
able to receive the fulness of His power 
and His grace. 


In John 15:13, 14, Jesus calls His dis- 
ciples “friends,” one of the richest words in 
English language because it means “lover.” 
I am a pauper and unprofitable, but Jesus 
is my fricnd and because He is a loving 
friend, there comes a great eagerness in my 
heart to do all I can for Him in loving 
service. 

“He will beautify the meek with salva- 
tion.” Ps. 149:4. Meekness is not weak- 
ness, but it is yielding one’s will to another 
greater will, even the will of God. Seo 
Moses stood aside in order to ally himself 
with God. Jesus is the personification of 
meekness and humility. Being a Christian 
is not believing certain things, but it is 
opening the heart so that Jesus dwells in it, 
and His will rules it. 

It is no straining of the meaning of the 
words quoted from David to say that He 
will beautify the meek with Himself. In 
Missouri a certain eminent lawyer who had 
been a noted infidel asked to be received 
into the church, and though it was a sur- 
prise to everybody, on his confession of 
faith in Jesus he was received. Afterwards 
he was asked how it was that the great 
change came into his life, and he told the 
following story: 

“It is true that I was strongly opposed 
to Christianity and nothing delighted me 
more than to argue against it. But among 
my friends was a Christian judge, who had 
on his face a joy and peace that I did not 
know how to explain on all ordinary prin- 
ciples. For the sake of studying his face, 
I used to invent excuses to meet him and 
consult with him. After many meetings and 
long study, I came to the conclusion that 
nothing could produce such a face as that 
but the religion of Jesus Christ. I could 
argue away arguments, but I could not 
argue away that face. So I have found in 
my own life the reality that I found in the 
face of my friend. So the transfigured life 
is the transmitted life in which Jesus dwells, 
producing His own life and His own image 
in the life that is surrendered to Him, the 
life of the poor in Spirit."—Notes from an 
address by Dr. 8S. D. Gordon, at Yokohama, 
Nov. 26, 1912.

Practicing the Presence 
of God

We need to be much in prayer; need to 
“practice the presence of God.” 

“He that dwelleth in the secret place of 
ithe migh High” lives continually under the 
protecting “shadow of the Almighty.” Neg- 
lect prayer and we rob life of the best 
things: the love, companionship, fellowship, 
und help of our Father, in whom “we live, 
and move, and have our being.” James, in 
speaking of prayer that “availeth much in 
its working,” had reference to prayer ener- 
gized by the Holy Spirit. Prayer not so 
energized is unsatisfactory “in its work- 
ings.” Now and then we hear some one 
mournfully tell of their fruitless prayers. 
Verhaps they are not dwelling, just visiting, 
“in the secret places of the most High.” 
It is only the dwellers who “abide under 
ihe shadow” where prayer is energized. Do 
you feel that your petitions fail to reach the 
throne? Perhaps among the causes outlined 
here you may discover why your prayers do 
not avail much in their “working.” 

Trayer is robbed of its power by selfish- 
ness. We are apt to become so ebsorbed in 
our own affairs as to ask for things we want 
for ourselves only. The burdens and diffi- 
culties we bring to “our Father” are our 
own. 

Prosperity in our own business, and grace 
sutlicient for our own experiences, consti- 
tute the burden of our petitions. Service 
is implied in salvation, and the strong must 
help the weak. It is not enough to help 
others by our sympathy, encouragement, or 
self-denying ministry, they need our prayers. 
We need to watch lest our prayers be de- 
filed by selfishness. 

“Ye ask, and receive not, because ye ask 
amiss, that ye may spend it in your own 
pleasures.” 


“From the self that stains and stings, 

Soils and hurts all holier things, 

Weighting down the soul’s white wings, 
Set us free, good Lord.” 


Lunrepented sin in the life of the suppliant 
strips the prayer of every particle of power. 
“The Lord is far from the wicked: but he 
heareth the prayer of the righteous.” “Be- 
hold the Lord’s hand is not shortened, that 
it cunnot save, neither his ear heavy that 
it cannot hear. But your iniquities have 
separated between you and your God, and 
your sins have hid His face from you that 
he will not hear.” Those who, though pre- 
serving outward appearances of righteous- 
hess, are backslidden in heart, need not ex- 
pect an answer to their prayers. “If I re- 
gard iniquity in my heart, the Lord will 
not hear me.” The Psalmist gives his per- 
sonal experience in this verse. John de- 
clares: “God heareth not sinners: but if any 
man be a worshiper of God, and doeth his 
will, him he heareth.” 

The prayer of one whose heart holds an 
idol will not avail much “in its working.” 
“Son of man, these men have set up their 
idols in their heart, and have put the 
stumbling-block of their iniquity before their 
face: should I be inquired of at all by 
them?’ Anything taking the place of God 


in the heart is an idol. Everything and 
every one must be subordinate to God. 
“Thou shalt have no other gods before me.” 
“Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with 
all thy mind.” 

If there is a “shelf behind the door,” tear 
it down. 


The prayer of the stingy soul never 
reaches the throne. “Whoso stoppeth his 
ears at the cry of the poor, he also shall 
cry, but shall not be heard.” On the other 
hand, the generous soul shall receive a gen- 
erous portion from the Lord. “Give and it 
shall be given unto you; good measure, 
pressed down, shaken together, running over, 
shall they give unto your bosom. For with 
what measure ye mete it shall be measured 
te you again.” 

A wonderful statement regarding prayer 
is made in 1 John 3:32: “Whatsoever we 
ask we receive of him,” based on the promise 
of Jesus that, if we continued in Him, and 
kept His words in ourselves, “Ye shall ask 
what ye will and it shall be done unto you.” 
The statement is conditioned upon gener- 
osity to the needy; see 1 John 3: 14-23. 
When our heart turns to our brother in need, 
and our hands help to supply that need, 
“then we have confidence toward God” when 
we pray. Some people pray for an out- 
youring of the Holy Spirit, when they should 
first pour out more into the “collection.” 
Stinginess robs prayer of its power. 


“Some widow in her agony te meet, 

Some exile in his new-found home to greet; 
To serve some child of Thine and so serve 
Lo, here am I; to such a work send me.” 


Prayer is impotent when offered by one 
with an unforgiving spirit. Matt. 18: 21-35. 
The forgiveness of our sins is the basis on 
which our prayers are answered. We pray 
“Father give” and we must plead “Father 
forgive.” 

We cannot receive forgiveness from God 
and at the same time refuse forgiveness to 
men. “If ye forgive not men their tres- 
passes, neither will your heavenly Father 
forgive your trespasses.” God will have no 
dealings with us on the basis of forgiveness 
as long as we harbor ill will uwgainst any 
who have wronged us. We pray to be made 
like Jesus, but unless we have the spirit of 
forgiveness, we cannot be like Him. “If 
any man have not the Spirit of Christ he 
is none of his.” When Jesus suffered wrong 
or injury He manifested more tenderness and 
sweeter love. “Father, forgive them, they 
know not what they do.” If we refuse 
forgiveness we shut out our hope of forgive- 
ness. “And when ye stand praying, forgive, 
if ye have aught against any, that your 
Father also which is in heaven may forgive 
you your trespasses.” 


“If in my heart has been 
An unforgiving thought, or word, or look, 
Though deep the malice which I scarce 
could brook, 
Wash me from the dark sin.” 


Unbelief cripples prayer. St. Paul de 
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clares it is impossible to please God without 
faith. James admonishes us to “ask in faith 
nothing doubting: for he that doubteth is 
like the surge of the sea driven by the wind 
und tossed. For let not that man think he 
shall receive anything of the Lord.” 

Jesus said, “Whatsoever ye ask in prayer, 
believing, ye shall receive.” 

We must have unqualified faith in God’s 
Word; unbelief dishonors God, and to ques- 
tion His Word is to charge Him with false- 
hood. Jecus laid down the law of prayer 
that “availeth much in its working” when, 
touching the eyes of the blind men, He said, 
“According to your faith be it unto you.”

Copper Snake, a small tributary of Qui- 
backe River, is a most romantic stream, for, 
as its name implies, the sheltering rocks 
forming the jagged edges of small overhang- 
ing cliffs were the retreat for long ages of 
those poisonous reptiles. The early settlers, 
because of those and other venomous rep- 
tiles and burrowing denizons of the primeval 
forest, were ever on the alert. 

The sturdy blows of the axeman caused 
the monarchs of the forest to retreat farther 
and farther from that little plat whereon 
the pioneer had elected to build his little 
cabin. During the passing of the years the 
yoemen, in their community of interest, had 
made a great transformation in contrast 
with former conditions. Beautiful farms, 
splendid highways, commodious schoolbuild- 
ings, all were indicative of resolute earnest- 
ness which had converted dismal swamps in- 
to veritable pleasure gardens. A sacred 
acre had been consecrated as the silent city 
of the dead, by receiving to its bosom one of 
their departed loved ones. Those early 
pioneers were reverent and devout, while 
laboring for the meat which perisheth they 
remembered their need of that “hidden 
manna,” which cometh down from God out 
of heaven, whereof if a man eat he shall 
never hunger more. 

Therefore they recognized the need of a 
public sanctuary, at the altar of which they 
might all reverently bow, presenting them- 
selves “an odour of a sweet smell, a sacrifice 
acceptable, well-pleasing to God.” 

How fitting their conclusion to erect their 
chapel in a corner of their hallowed acre, 
where through the passing of the years 
many mounds were now the complement of 
that one so carefully and sorrowfully placed 
therein in the days long agone. 

Their chapel, when complete, was a silent 
reminder of their generous offerings, and 
marked the end of their suspense in weary 
watching and waiting, but their goal was 
attained, and now nothing remained but 
awaiting the day for formal consecration 
and dedication of their building io the serv- 
ice of God and His Son, their Redeemer. 
The dedicatory exercises were peculiarly 
simple, inasmuch as they were non-sectarian, 
it was to be the religious home of all of 
whatsoever belief and confession of faith. 
The whole countryside were present to en- 
joy the day and service, and when the even- 
ing shadows fell, all turned homeward, re- 
joicing in the labor of their hands and that 
their modest, impretentious little chapel had 
been dedicated without friction and freedom 
from debt. 

Regular services were now maintained, for 
a time monthly, and later semi-monthly, 
this being frequently supplemented by min- 
isters differing in faith and order from the 
regularly-installed pastor. As the surround- 
ing country grew more populous, more fre- 
quent additions were had to the silent city 
of the dead in the confines of their sacred 
acre. Truly, all in all, the little chapel with 
its hallowed association and environment 


Was a most sacred place. The province of 
the Christian religion is to awaken all the 
dermant attributes of the soul. Beauty, 
culture, and refinement are but the result 
of the soul’s awakening. 

In keeping with the material progress of 
the community, and their appropriation of 
all the modern forces of developing Chris- 
tian progress, the more intelligent and ag- 
gressive mcmbers of the church and com- 
munity felt they had outgrown the inade- 
quate provision of their little chapel. 

Many times, and on occasions of funeral 
services, the house was not nearly adequate 
for the accommodation of all. That was in- 
deed emphasis of the growing need and de- 
mand for a larger and more moderu house of 
worship. But no decided and aggressive 
movement had been organized in that direc- 
tion. It came to pass, however, that during 
a period of zero weather, a conduit leading 
from a reservoir used in generating artificial 
gas for lighting the building, a pipe had 
been congealed and in thawing the same an 
explosion occurred, the result of which was 
to seriously wreck the building, and, fire 
breaking out almost simultaneously, the 
situation was indeed most alarming. 

The heroic efforts of those who were soon 
on the scene, suppressed what otherwise 
would have been a sad conflagration. <A 
hurried examination revealed the floor torn 
and rent, pews splintered and blackened, 
weatherboarding ripped from the studding, 
and the building twisted and much out of 
plumb. All regretted the explosion which 
marred and rendered unsafe the little chapel 
for public services. The only wise thing to 
do was to speedily marshal the forces, ac- 
cept the inevitable, and prepare for larger 
and more commodious facilities. 

Accordingly a meeting was called and held 
in the partially wrecked chapel, where all 
were free to voice their conviction as to 
the advisability of repairing the old or the 
erection of a new. 

Some there were who, like the mother of 
Elnora Comstock, so graphically pictured in 
that remarkable story, “The Girl vf the Lim- 
berlost,” felt it would never do to make any 
changes. The litile chapel had been good 
enough for their ancestors, and what was 
satisfactory to them was good enough for 
their posterity to-day. 

With becoming grace, a modest little 
woman who had kept pace with the pro- 
gressive spirit of the age, arose and remark- 
ed that the spirit of the times demanded 
different methods from those in vogue among 
the pioneers, and that a larger, more com- 
modious, and ornate building was imper- 
atively necessary, and would only be in keep- 
ing with their material prosperity, and all 
those differing from her were not truly 
keeping step to the drum-beat of the world’s 
progress, neither materially nor spiritually. 

This statement produced an _ explosion 
more serious than the one wrecking the 
building. Quite a number admitted they 
perhaps were somewhat antiquated in their 
views, yet they regarded * * * “the orna- 
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ment of a meek and quiet spirit, which is in 
the sight of God of great price,” and of 
more worth in the community than an 
elaborately-ornate churchbuilding. 

One of the good deacons present was seen 
to nervously pluck at his beard, as was 
always a peculiar trait of his when disturb- 
ed, or in a serious mood of mind, and upon 
his arising to speak he became the synosure 
of all eyes. Calmly and seriously he spoke, 
and in part these are the words he said: 

“My dear brethren, friends, and neighbors, 
this is a time for serious reflection and con- 
sideration. We are now confronted with a 
crisis, our action on this occasion means 
much for the future. ‘Let us endeavor to 
keep the unity of the spirit in the bond of 
peace;’ so far as in us lieth, let us refrain 
from insinuation and personality.” 

A deep hush fell on the people, and soon 
they were seen hurrying homeward, a sadder 
and a wiser people, with no well-defined no- 
tion as to whereunto the day’s proceedings 
would lead. 

The solitary traveler pursuing his journey 
and coming even to the place where the 
chapel stands, notes the force of the explo- 
sion which rent the building, and if he haks 
for a night as a guest in one of the homes 
thereabout, he is made to feel the force of 
the explosion that after occurred in the 
partially wrecked chapel. 
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A FRATERNAL CONFERENCE 

At an informal meeting of the undersigned 
ministers of the Christian Church and of the 
Disciples of Christ at the La Salle Hotel, 
in the city of Chicago, Dec. 7, 1912, te confer 
together on matters of mutual interest to 
the two bodies, Rev. J. H. Garrison was 
asked to preside and Rev. O. W. Powers 
to act as secretary. Rev. Peter Ainslie, of 
the Disciples, explained that his attention 


had been called to an article in THe HERALD’ 


OF GOSPEL LIBERTY, an organ of the brother- 
hood known as the Christian Church, com- 
plaining of certain historical statements 
which had appeared in the official program 
of the convention of the Disciples of Christ 
at Norfolk, Va., in October, 19U7, and in 
other publications of 1912, which the breth- 
ren of the Christian Church felt did them 
injustice, in that the said statements seemed 
to lay claim to James O’Kelly, Abner Jones, 
and Barton W. Stone as early leaders in 
the movement of the Disciples of Christ; 
whereas the brethren of the Christian 
Church claim these brethren were not at 
any time in any way associated with the 
Disciples, except that Barton W. Stone dia 
cooperate with the Disciples in evangelistic 
work, and in an effort for the union of all 
of the followers of Christ, but as they hold, 
never actually united with that movement. 
On this point the Disciples appeal to history 
and are prepared to make corrections when 
such history is shown to be untrue. Brother 
Ainslie also mentioned that by reason of 
the fact that in many places the Disciples 
call their local churches the Christian 
church, where both bodies have churches 
in the same communities, confusion arises, 
one church being taken for the other, that 
letters intended for the Disciples of Christ 
go to the Christian church, so that in this 
way calls for offerings often ge to the Chris- 
tian church, when they are really meant for 
the Disciples of Christ. Out of this fact 
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arises the complaint that the Disciples of 
Christ seek to raise funds for their work 
from many of the Christian churches, thus 
making unpleasant relations to exist be- 
tween the two bodies. 

It was further stated that at a meeting 
at Louisville, Ky., in October, 1912, certain 
brethren had been appointed by the Disciples 
of Christ to confer with representatives of 
the Christian Church on these matters, but 
as they were not present, Bro. Ainslie, as 
President of the Commission on Christian 
Union of the Disciples, asked the under- 
signed brethren to take their places. 

After the brethren representing the Chris- 
tian Church had explained the way in which 
the historical statements had been inter- 
preted by their brethren, and how they are 
inconvenienced in the matter of the delivery 
of mail to the wrong persons, calls for offer- 
ings, etc., and the confusion which had re- 
sulted in the matter of the statistics of the 
two bodies, the Disciples present disclaimed 
any intention on the part of their brethren 
in any way to encroach upon the rights of 
their brethren of the Christian Church. 

It was explained that concerning the his- 
toric statements referred to, in the opinion 
of the representatives of the Disciples, the 
writer did not intend to include the names 
of James O’Kelly and Abner Jones as belong- 
ing to the movement best known as the Dis- 
ciples of Christ, but that they were mention- 
ed as precursors of that movement, in that 
they rejected human names and creeds, and 
urged the duty of Christian union. They 
further stated that, in their opinion, these 
names should not be included as belonging 
to the movement of the Disciples, but that 
the identification of Barton W. Stone with 
the movement of the Disciples was a well- 


established fact in their history. They recog- 
nized the confusion existing, and explained 
that they had not limited, and could not 
limit, themselves to any one scriptural name, 
nor did they desire to monopolize any one 
of these names. In the interest of a clear 
understanding, however, and to avoid con- 
fusion, it was agreed by the representatives 
of the Disciples that they would recommend 
that an effort be made to use such name, or 
hames, to designate their movement as 
would tend to eliminate confusion. It was 
also suggested that an interchange of fra- 
ternal delegates would be helpful to the 
same end. The representatives of the Chris- 
tians also requested that care be taken in 
making up mailing lists, and especially in 
sending out requests for contributions, so as 
not to include Christian churches, Sunday- 
schools, and ministers in the denominational 
calls of the Disciples. 

At the close of a very pleasant and fra- 
ternal conference, in which it was felt that 
the representatives of the two bodies knew 
each other better, a sub-committee was ap- 
pointed to prepare a statement of same, 
which is hereby signed by the represent- 
atives of both bodies in attendance.

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WHY INCREASED COST? 





As the time for the foreign mission offer- 
ing draws near, it is well to remind our- 
selves that it is a foreign offering in more 
senses than one. The Americans whom our 
brotherhood have sent to Japan loom un- 
duly large when that work is considered. I 
suppose that is because people e2re accus- 
tomed to seeing articles from our pens in 
print, and many have met one or another 
of us face to face, on the occasions of fur- 
lough visits to the homeland. 

But the truth of the matter is, that you 
will never get very far along in leading the 
People of any land to Christ until you have 
raised up among them a ministry of their 
cwn, who in their own native tongue and 
to their own race shall proclaim the wonder- 
ful gifts of God. And this is just what 
las been accomplished in Japan. When Bro. 
Jones founded our mission a quarter of a 
century ago, we had not a minister or a 
believer there. When I arrived in Japan, in 
1894, we had but two ordained Japanese 
ministers. We now have thirteen, and it 
is not boasting but simply magnifying the 
power and goodness of God shown to us in 
Christ Jesus our Lord to say of them that 
He hath made them to be able ministers of 
the New Testament. 

It is these Japanese ministers who are 
doing the heavier part of our work there, 
and we thank God for them and take cour- 
age. 





If we mean what we say when we talk 
about evangelizing cities and towns and 
sections of Japan, and leading souls to 
Christ, we must continue to maintain a 
Japanese work on a far larger scale than 
can be financed by the Japanese who al- 
ready have become Christians, and a large 
part of the Japan appropriation gues toward 
the support of Japanese ministers and to- 
ward helping to make their work effective. 

We did not use to have so many of them 
{« help. Also, several who to-day are full- 
fledged ministers, doing a man’s work and 
needing a man’s support, but yesterday were 
students requiring much less. 

It is not too much to say that it is suc- 
cess that has swamped us. God has graci- 
ously heard and answered our prayers and 
has raised up workers ready to continue to 
aecomplish great things for Him.

In 
other words, is any retrenchment really 
necessary? Whether we are to tell these 
brethren to retreat, or tell them to go on 
in the strength that God has given them, 
conquering and to conquer, will depend 
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largely on the events of the next thirty days. 
May we not hope for increased collections, 
the focussing of attention on our foreign 
mission situation serving to arouse us to 
the importance of the task committed to us? .

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The Unpardonable Sin— What Is It?

Of late I have heard several discussions 
of this question, but they ended in no defin- 
ite agreement. One said it was the resist- 
ing the Holy Spirit; another claimed it was 
blaspheming against the Holy Spirit; an- 
other believed that it was claiming to be the 
Vicegerent of God with power to forgive 
sins; while another thought it was the doc- 
trine of Christian Science; and another 
avowed that it was atheism, ete. 

All these and many other such “isms” are 
grievous sins and will shut the believer of them 
out of heaven, but they are not the sin 
Jesus spoke of in Matt. 12: 31-32, and in 
Mark and Luke. 

QUESTION—What is blasph€my? 

Blasphemy is the reviling of God, con- 
temptuous words uttered against God; is 
the degrading of God, or the Holy Spirit, 
and His work down (in the eves of man) to 
the level of man, or below man, to that of 
the beasts of the field and creeping things, 
and also attributing the work of the Holy 
Spirit to Satan or his demons. 

Let us look at Jesus’ statement, as record- 
ed in Matthew: “Wherefore I say unto you, 
All manner of sin and blasphemy shall be 
forgiven unto men; but the blasphemy 
against the Holy Ghost shall not be forgiven 
unto men. Whosoever speaketh a word 
against the Son of man it shall be forgiven 
him: but whosoever speaketh against the 
Holy Ghost, it shall not be forgiven him, 
peither in this world, neither in the world 
to come.” 

And Mark adds, “Because they said He 
had an unclean spirit” (a devil). 

Now, what was the cause of Jesus making 
this statement? There was brought unto 
Him a person with a devil, blind, and dumb; 
and He healed him perfectly, so that he 
both spoke and saw plainly. But when the 
Pharisees heard of it, they said, This fellow 
doth not cast out devils, but by Beelzebub, 
the prince of devils. 
cast them out by the Spirit of God (which 
is the Holy Spirit). 

Again in John 8:48-52. “Then answered 
the Jews, and said unto him, Say we not 
ell that thou art a Samaritan, and hast 
a devil? * * * Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
If 2 man keep my sayings, he shall never 
see death. Then said the Jews unto him, 
Now we know that thou hast a devil; for 
Abraham is dead and the prophets, and thou 
sayest, If a man keep my sayings, he shall 
never taste of death. * * * whom makest thou 
thyself?” 

In this quotation from John, they blas- 
pheme against Jesus personally for rebuking 
their hypocrisy and sin. In the quotation 
from Matthew they blaspheme, not against 
Ilim personally, but Claim that all His 
miracles were wrought through the agency 
of Satan and not by the Holy Spirit, thereby 
blaspheming against the Holy Spirit; for 
all the work of healing was done by the 
Holy Spirit. From the above we see this 
particular sin of blasphemy was the at- 
tributing tse work done by the Holy Spirit 
to the agency of Satan. This is the par- 
ticular blasphemy Jesus spoke of. 

There are other sins and other forms of 


Jesus had said He - 


blasphemy that are as fatal as this par- 
ticular blasphemy; for instance, the resist- 
ing of the Holy Spirit’s pleadings until He 
is so grieved at their wilful refusal to yield, 
that He leaves them forever. They are then 
lost for all eternity. 

Now here is a divine law that must be 
taken into account with man’s doings. All 
sins that man commits in pure ignorance 
can be forgiven, if forgiveness is sincerely 
sought in Jesus’ name. Jesus ovrayed that 
His murderers be forgiven because they knew 
not what they were doing. Even Judas 
could have been forgiven if he had gone 
to Jesus and sincerely confessed his sin 
and asked for forgiveness; but he did not 
do it, and consequently died a great sinner. 
It is the sin committed wilfully and _ per- 
sistently that cannot be forgiven. 

I am strongly inclined to the belief that 
only a person, once converted and then 
backslides or falls away, can commit this 
particular sin which John and Paul say 
men should not pray for; for this reason: 
if an unconverted man speaks against the 
Holy Spirit, he knows nothing of the Holy 
Spirit by experience, and is ignorant of the 
nature, office, and work of the Holy Spirit. 
Iience he speaks ignorantly or in ignorance 
and can be forgiven. But the converted 
man knows by experimental knowledge the 
work of the Holy Spirit in the renewing of 
his whole moral and spiritual nature, so 
that he now hates the ways of sin, and loves 
the ways of God and Christian men. Now, 
if he falls away and says, I once thought 
my happy state of mind and feelings was 
the work of God, but now I believe it was 
the work of the devil. In saying this, he 
attributes the work of the Holy Spirit, in 
his regeneration, to the devil (an unclean 
spirit), and thereby commits the unpardon- 
able sin. 

The Scripture relating to him is the 
following: For as touching those who are 
once enlightened and tasted of the heavenly 
gift and were made partakers of the Holy 
Ghost and tasted the good word ef God, and 
the power of the world to come, and then 
fall away, it is impossible to renew them 
again unto repentance, seeing they crucify 
to themselves the Son of God afresh and 
put him to an open shame. 

All desires in man to escape the punish- 
ment of sin are prompted by the Holy Spirit, 
and when the Holy Spirit has forsaken him, 
he has no desire whatever for salvation. 
Hence the impossibility of bringing him to 
repentance. When a man has committed the 
unpardonable sin, he has no desire to be 
saved and does not worry about his future 
state. He says he will be no worse off 
than millions of the human race. If he 
worries about it, or regrets it, that fact 
is proof positive that he has not committed 
the unpardonable sin. 

I want to add further, Heb. 10:26: “For 
if we sin wilfully after that we receive the 
knowledge of the truth, there remaineth no 
more sacrifice for sins, but a certain fearful 
expectation of judgment, and a fierceness of 
fire which shall devour the adversaries. A 
man who hath set at naught Moses’ law 
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died without compassion, on the testimony 
of two or three witnesses, of how much 
sorer punishment, think ye, shall he be 
judged worthy, who hath trodden under 
foot the Son of God, and hath counted the 
blood of the covenant, wherewith he was 
sanctified, an unholy thing and hath done 
despite unto the Spirit of grace?” 

It is evident that the sin alluded to here 
is that of apostasy after regeneration. Not 
so much one great act, as the continual per- 
sistence in a life of sin. 
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THE BIBLE AND THE HINDOOS 
BY T. DARLEY ALLEN 


“When will India become Christian?” ask- 
ed A. E. Ashton of an educated Hindoo, 
who replied, “I will put it the other way, 
‘When will America become Hindoo?’” 
Then, says Mr. Ashton, this man referred 
to the strides made by Hindoo cults in this 
country and spoke of the heathen temples 
i: some of our cities as proof that there is 
a possibility that Hindooism will displace 
Christianity in America. 

But, while it can be said to our shame, as 
Mr. Ashton observes, that there is a move- 
ment in America to propagate Oriental cults, 
yet the majority of educated Hindoos know 
that it is confined to a comparatively small 
part of our population, and that the Bible 
is so far beyond other so-called sacred books 
that there can be no rejection of it for heath- 
en writings except among extremely super- 
ficial thinkers. Observant Hindoos know, 
and many of them are honest enough to ad- 
init, that heathenism can appeal to no Ameri- 
cans except those ignorant of the Bible, or 
who do not appreciate its excellence. 

Mr. Ashton speaks of a Hindoo newspaper 
that “contains a strong plea for the intro- 
duction of the Bible into the native schools 
of India, upon the ground that the Bible lies 
at the root of England’s greatness, and that 
it is folly to expect national strength to be 
neurished upon systems which have already 
reduced India to a state of decay. The 
writer, who is a Hindoo and not disposed to 
accept the Bible as a code of morals for him- 
self, declares that the Bible conceptions of 
the home, of the state, and the race are 
alone able to furnish the youth of Hindu- 
stan with ideals worthy of the age. He ad- 
vocates the use of the Bible as a stimulus 
to patriotism and philanthropy. He finds 
it leads to clear thinking and rational con- 
duct and a spirit of unselfishness. He con- 
cludes by saying, ‘Half an hour spent in 
studying the Bible will do more to remodel 
a man than a whole day spent in pouring 
over the Puranas or the Mantras of the Rig- 
Veda.’ ”

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A PERSONAL MATTER

“Examine yourselves whether ye be in the 
faith. Prove your own selves, know ye not 
your own selves?” 2 Cor. 13:5. 

Self-examination is the one thing needful 
and that we are prone to neglect. The 
church at Corinth no doubt had been neg- 
lecting it so leng until they became self- 
righteous, and could see the imperfections 
of others more readily than their own. Paul 
became aware of the fact, and he called 
their attention to their negligence in the 
language of our text: “Examine yourselves, 
whether ye be in the faith.” Self-examina- 
tion is as necessary for us now, as it was 
when Paul was preaching the gospel to the 
church at Corinth. 

And, taking this view of it, we are not 
exhorted to examine others to the neglect 
of self, but rather to examine self to the 
neglect of others, or as our Savior has ex- 
pressed the same thought in other words: 
“Thou hypocrit, first cast out the beam out 
of thine own eye, and then shalt thou see 
clearly to cast the mote out of thy brother’s 
eye” (Matt. 7:5). 

I take it for granted that if all of us 
professors would do this, that there would 
be a wonderful revival in the lund. And 
neighbor would not say to neighbor, “Know 
ye the Lord?” for all would soon come to 
know Him, from the least to the greatest. 
And we would not wonder any longer, “What 
is the matter with the Church?” 

As a rule, we always examine the pur- 
chases we make. We are very careful to 
examine teachers to see if they are qualified 
to teach our children. We examine preach- 
ers very critically before ordaining them, and 
then sometimes make mistakes. We would 
not swop horses without a careful examina- 
tion of the one we were about to get. And in all 
worldly matters we are very careful. And 
yet, with all of our caution, we are prone 
to neglect the most important matter of our 
lives—that is, self-examination. 

St. Paul does not exhort us to examine others, 
but to examine ourselves, to see if we are 
in the faith. Now, to be in the faith is to 
be a Christian, and to be a Christian means 
more to us than to own this world. But 
right here in this examination we must be 
very careful to get the right kind of faith, 
and have it centered on the proper object. 
It will avail us but very little to have faith 
in the Pope, priest, bishop, evangelist, pas- 
tors, or teachers. For we read: “Cursed be 
the man that trusteth in man, or maketh 
flesh his arm” (Jer. 17:5). 

Our faith must be in Jesus, the Christ, 
and it must be a living, acting faith, that 
will prompt us to good works, and to square 
our lives by God’s revealed, inspired Word. 
For there is none other name under heaven 
given among men whereby we must be saved, 
such faith in Him alone can save a sin- 
sick, lost soul. 

Human creeds are not a true standard for 
us to square our lives by. They only serve 
to divide Christians on earth. Were it not 
for them, and their teachers, God’s people 
on earth would flow together like the waters 
of the brook, and Christ’s prayer, as record- 
ed in the seventeenth chapter of John, would 
be answered, and God’s will would be done 


on earth as in heaven. Now I have said it, 
but what I have written I have written. 

God’s Word alone should be our criterion 
to square our lives by, our only creed. And 
we should compare our lives by it as critic- 
ally as we compare our watches by the regu- 
lator in the watchmaker’s office. We are all 
right in theory when we are right in God’s 
inspired Word. Have we repented of our 
sins, and forsaken the sinful pleasures of 
this sin-cursed world? They only disgrace 
and blight our better faculties here and drag 
us to perdition hereafter. Have we put on 
Christ by being baptized by the Spirit into 
His body, or church? (1 Cor. 12:13). Have 
we the Spirit of Christ? If not, we read 
that we are none of His (Rom. 8:9). Do 
we find that His yoke is easy and His burden 
light? Do we love each other as we should? 
“For by this shall all men know that ye are 
my disciples, if ye have love one for the 
other” (John 13:35). 

Or do we only love them that love us, 
just like all sinners do? Are we striving 
to walk in the footsteps of Jésus and obeying 
His commandments? Do you know that 
Jesus said, “He that hath my commandments 
and keepeth them, he it is that loveth me, 
and he that loveth me shal be loved of my 
Father, and I will love him, and will mani- 
fest myself to him” (John 14:21, 23). Have 
we opened our hearts to receive the heavenly 
messengers, that will cast out every imper- 
fection, and lead us into all truth, and bring 
to our remembrance the things that He wiil 
have us do? Paul does not only admonish 
us to self-examination, to see if we are in 
the faith, but to prove ourselves, so as to 
ascertain if we are acquainted with our- 
selves or not. This seems to be a startling 
request. 

I dare say that some of us are not as well 
acquainted with ourselves as we are with 
some of our neighbors, for whom we have 
but little charity. To prove ourselves, so 
as to know if we are in the faith, we must 
put our Christianity to a practical test. Try 
it in the business affairs of life, when there 
is a chance to overreach in trade. Try it 
when the assessor comes around. If it keeps 
us honest in the business affairs of life, and 
honest with God, then we have the right kind 
of religion, pure and undefiled. And may 
we so examine ourselves and live that we 
may all have it when life’s work is done, 
and hear that welcome invitation: “Come, 
ye blessed of my Father, inherit the kingdom 
prepared for you.” 
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A LOST OPPORTUNITY

Pastor Russell, of the Millennial Dawn 
Movement, has often addressed large audi- 
ences in Cleveland, and on one of these occa- 
sions I was an attendant at his lecture. He 
spoke in one of the largest public buildings 
in America, and no doubt there were among 
his hearers many hundreds of men and wom- 
en who knew little about the gospel. In all 
probability not far from four thousand peo- 
Ple were in the audience, the extensive adver- 
tising for weeks before the meeting being 
effective in interesting many- people of all 
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classes. Surely among so many it is a rea- 
sonable inference that some hundreds at 
least very seldom attended a religious meet- 
ing. 

St. Paul determined to knew nothing ex- 
cept Jesus Christ and Him crucified, and his 
preaching revolutionized the world. And 
through similar preaching to-day drunkards, 
powerless in their own strength to reform, 
have been changed into new creatures. But 
during the entire lecture that I heard Mr. 
Russell deliver not one word was said about 
the saving power of Christ, but the entire 
effort of the speaker seemed to be to bring 
his hearers to believe in the peculiar views 
he advocated. But is there anything in such 
teaching to benefit a person spiritually or 
morally? Is there any power in Mr. Rus- 
sell’s views to help the drunkard and others 
who are anxious to change their lives but 
whose wills have been weakened by constant 
sinning? No, common sense assures us that 
changing a man’s opinions has no power to 
break the chains of habit or to give life to 
the spiritually dead. Only the gospel that 
St. Paul preached can do that, and Mr. Rus- 
sell’s theories have no more to commend them 
than the many other doctrines peculiar to 
various sects and that are responsible for the 
multiplicity of denominations. 

Whatever interest may attach to Mr. Rus- 
sell’s theories, they are far from funda- 
mental, and that a lecturer could devote two 
hours to their presentation, letting his audi- 
ence depart without a word as to the power 
of Christ to save, shows that he knows little 
of the gospel that St. Paul deemed all impor- 
tant and that alone has been effective in up- 
lifting the morally degraded and in meeting 
the deepest needs of the human heart. 
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HOW TO AVOID WEARINESS 
Isaiah 40: 28-31. “Hast thou not heard?’ 
Men grow weary sometimes and some- 

times discouraged at the obstacles that con- 
front them, forgetting that “He that keepeth 
Israel neither slumbers nor sleeps.” “He 
giveth power to the faint.” If, in God’s 
service we are weary, there is ro call for 
discouragement, for we have God to lean 
upon. “Even the youth shall faint.” The 
physical vigor of young manhood is not proof 
against weariness and the unwise use of 
their energy, but augments the difficulty and 
thus tends to produce weariness, both phys- 
ical and spiritual. “Look unto Jesus,” who 
is both “author and finisher of our faith.”

We must know 
that everything is going right, then be 
courageous and expectant. Our courage is 
revived only when we see the mountain of 
difficulty moved out of our way. Real faith 
believes, though the hour is dark, and looks 
patiently for the dawn. Faith will gladly go 
if God says so, though “not knowing.” If 
our lips are slow to speak for God, our 
hands slow to perform His bidding, our feet 
slow to walk in obedience to His command- 
ments, the cause of the trouble is, we are 
“slow of heart.” Oh, Lord, give us new 
hearts, surrendered hearts, joyful hearts, 
pure hearts, expectant, consecrated hearts, 
then shall we “run in the ways of thy com- 
mandments.”

Claimed. Take it now! Investigate! “And 
the peace of God which passeth all under- 
standing shall keep your minds through 
Christ Jesus.”

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A PICTURE FROM REAL LIFE 
BY CARLYLE SUMMERBELL 


My telephone rang sharply. “Is this Mr. 
Summerbell?” “Yes.” “You are called by 
“mistake.” That was a strange call, but 
the next minute explained the “mistake.” 
Again I went to the telephone, and a young 
man’s voice from the receiver was talking 
in agitated and earnest tones: 

“My pastor—I am in the parish of the 
First Methodist church—is out of the city. 
I cannot get him. Our little baby is dying, 
and we want to have him christened before 
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he dies. Won’t you come and help us out? 
My name is —————.” 
“Yes.” 


“There will be a taxicab call at once. 
Please Come as soon as you can. Thank you 
yery much.” 

In a short time my wife called to me say- 
ing the taxicab was at the door. With a nod 
from the chauffer, and without taking time 
to say a word, we started at a smart pace 
and arrived at a house, where I saw an 
auto, probably the doctor’s, standing outside, 
and a young man waiting for me. I recollect- 
ed that I had seen the young fellow two 
times in my life. I had tried to do a kind- 
ness to him when he was in deep sorrow, 
but had almost forgotten the incident. 

He took me by the hand and began to 
thank me, and we went at once to the second 
story where was his “tenement.” Several 
people were in the room. 

In a little crib was wrapped a baby. Why 


does a child always appeal to the heart of 
men? There he lay as still as marble, with 
the doctor bending over him. 

Just back of me entered a woman in 
middle life, and as she came into the room, 
she said: 

“You sent for me. What is it? What is 
the matter?” 

“The baby is dying,” said the young moth- 
er, almost abruptly. Ah, what a world of 
misery in those four words! What depth of 
sorrow ! 


“A simple child, 
That lightly draws its breath, 
And feels its life in every limb, 
What should it know of death?” 


And then the bitter cry of the grandmoth- 
er filled the room, and filled our hearts— 
“Rachel weeping for her children, and would 
not be comforted.” “What is the matter 
with the baby? He was all right last night. 
What does the doctor say?’ But science 
had tried and the baby lay there so still, 
as if asleep. 

I began reading the beautiful service for 
the symbolic baptism of children—“And they 
brought young children to him, that he 
should touch them; and his disciples rebuked 
those that brought them; but when Jesus 
saw it, he was much displeased, and said 
unto them, Suffer the little children to come 
unto me, and forbid them not, for of such 
is the kingdom of God. * * * in heaven their 
angels do always behold the face of my 
Father which is in heaven.” Ah! how soon 
would this little soul stand in the presence 
of the lover of children? 

* * * “This water is an emblem of that 
purity which God desires in the souls of 
his children—that purity which was in Jesus, 
his well-beloved Son, through whom we are 
called to pureness and holiness of living.” 

The young husband and wife were sobbing 
in each other’s arms. Were not the prayers 
ascending to the throne of grace? Was not 
that throne of grace as near in the city of 
spindles as in the cities of Judea? 

“Will ye do your best to instruct the child 
in all the truth of God? And will ye faith- 
fully endeavor to rear him in the nurture 
and admonition of the Lord?” 

“We will,” answered the young father and 
mother. “Name the child.” “In the faith, 
fellowship, and hope of the gospel, I dedi- 
cate thee to God, our Father in heaven.” 

But earth and heaven are close together. 
In fact, wayfaring men like myself cannot 
always tell which is earth and which is 
heaven. And as I placed the symbolic water 
on the child’s head, he gave a wee cry and 
moved. Then it flashed through my mind 
that the child will live. Those who have 
had such experiences will know what I 
mean. 

Now we were kneeling together, and the 
prayer for Christening mingled with the 
prayers for mercy,— 

“Almighty and everlasting God, who hast 
promised unto us that thou wilt not only 
be our God, but the God and father of our 
children, admit this child, we beseech thee, 
into the bosom of thy church, into the serv- 
ice of all truth, into the arms of thy mercy, 
and into the communion of saints.” * * * 
And so this wee soldier entered into the 
service of all the truth. My brother, perhaps 
he is serving the truth as much as you with 
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all your mighty talents and _ theological 
philosophy. Perhaps he is used of God, as 
well as the prophets. 

“Endue these thy servants, O God, with 
wisdom from above. Help them in thine 
own best way to consecrate to thy service 
this cherished gift of thy goodness. By thy 
Holy Spirit aid them, and all who are here 
present, so to live before thee in love and 
obedience, as finally to see thy face in joy 
and peace eternal. Amen.” 

We soon gave the benediction with a short 
prayer and left the room, noticing as we 
went out that the doctor came forward and 
said, with a closer glance at the baby face, 
“The baby is better now.” What did he 
mean? 

The young father came into the ether 
room, going down stairs with me, and, as 
is the custom in many parts of the East, 
asked me, with a gesture toward a roll of 
bills that he had in his hand. But of course 
I waved it aside. I could not consider money 
then. It seemed too sacred. We were upon 
holy ground. And as he accompanied me 
to the door, I asked, “Do you not think 
there is a chance for the child to live?” And 
he told me, with tears in his voice, what 
the doctor had said, and thanked me for 
my coming to be of help to them in the dark 
hour. 

I was soon in my home again, talking 
over with the mother of my children this 
little incident from real life. We did not 
know the will of God. But we could have 
hope, if faith were lacking. In actual life, 
outside of the theologian’s world of fancy, 
belief and unbelief mingle together, and the 
prayer sincere often is, “I believe. Help my 
unbelief.” Logical? No. Theological. Who 
cares about logic when a child is dying? 

As the old philosopher, Pope, who could 
not write poetry, but who wrote many 
rhymes disguised, says: 

“In Faith and Hope the world will disagree, 

But all mankind’s concern is charity.” 

The next day I called up a good woman 
of my parish, whose daughters I had seen in 
the room at the time of the christening, 
and asked how the baby was, and she re- 
plied, “The child is living.” 

And the next day the telephone rang, and 
the voice of the father, subdued, yet with 
something of the joy of life, said, “I thought 
you might like to hear about our baby. 
He is getting better. He began to get better 
at the time of the christening. God gave 
him back to us.”

Last week we were viewing a_ typical 
native street in the city of Lahore and visit- 
ing a bazaar where Hindus of many castes 
buy bowls of metal and earthenware for all 
sorts of daily service. To-day we leave 
city life behind us and make an excursion 
into Cashmere, the northernmost part of 
Hindustan—in many respects the most beau- 
tiful part of the whole great land. It is al- 
most four hundred miles from Lahore to 
Cashmere’s chief city. A railway is avail- 
able a part of the distance, for one of the 
great military centers of India is up at 
Rawalpindi near the frontier of Afghanis- 
tan, and Murree, a popular mountainside 
health resort for Europeans in India, is 
Within forty miles of Rawalpindi. But be- 
yond Murree there is no railway. One must 
spend three days covering two hundred 
miles in a clumsy, jangling, two-wheeled 
cart called a Tonga. The highway is often 
extremely picturesque. For nearly a hun- 
dred miles it follows the precipitous, wind- 
ing gorge of Jhelum River, sometimes hav- 
ing scanty space made for it by blasting 
and hewing out a shelf in a mountainside. 
There are no large towns along the way. 
Near one settlement called Uri we will 
pause to see a most extraordinary device 
for crossing the deep and rapid current of 
the river. The spot is at the edge of the 
mountains, near where the dotted line of 
our journey reaches its farthest northern 
point in Cashmere. 


POSITION 18. CROSSING THE BOILING FLOODS 
OF JHELUM RIVER BY A BRIDGE OF ONE 


RAWHIDE ROPE 


We look across from one high bank of the 
river to where the opposite wail of cliffs 
rises almost perpendicularly from the water. 
In an opening of that farther cliff a rough 
framework of tree-trunks has been anchor- 
ed with heavy stones, and from the frame- 
work a long stout rope made of rawhide 
reaches across the stream to the bank on 
which we stand. That rope is the bridge— 
er rather, it is practically the one rail of 
an aerial railway. The car or carriage is 
merely a V-shaped piece of timber (the 
crotch of a tough-fibered tree) set astride 
the rope with stirrups of rawhide attached 
to its short limbs. A native is at this mo- 
ment coming across. He has set his feet 
in those leather stirrups and is balancing 
himself by a firm clutch on the wooden V, 
which hangs over the big rope. A smaller 


rope, attached both to the “carriage” and 
to the main rope, is being pulled by some- 
body on this nearer bank, and the passenger 
is slowly nearing our side of the gorge. 
The river’s current here runs twenty miles 
an hour and the height at which the traveler 
hangs is enough to make almost any head 
Gizzy, but this man is accustomed to such 
transit, and uses only one hand to maintain 
his balance, making the other hand help 
pull himself along the carrier-rope. 

This “bridge” or railway or whatever you 
choose to call it is often used for freight 
as well as for passenger service. Bags, 
baskets, and bundles of all sorts are drawn 
across the river by its means. Even live 
creatures like sheeps, goats, pigs, and poul- 
try are often tied in turn to the carrier and 
pulled across, wriggling and kicking in mid- 
air, bleating, squawking, and squealing voci- 
ferous protest. Cattle are too heavy; they 
ure driven to some part of the river where 
the current is less violent and then forced 
to swim across, the driver holding fast to 
the animal’s tail, helm and pilot in one. 

Life in little country villages in this part 
of India is exceedingly primitive, as you 
can well imagine. Century after century 
people lived and died here without even 
knowing of the existence of our own de- 
veloping civilization. Thousands and thou- 
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sands of men and women in such “up coun- 
try” regions of India have hardly as much 
as heard that there is any other religion 
than the variety of Hinduism or Mahom- 
etism or vague demon worship in which 
they themselves have been brought up. 
Mountains surround like a wall the beau- 
tiful state of Cashmere, but, once you have 
fairly passed the mountain barrier, you 
come out into a region of delightful beauty, 
with many really homelike things to be 
seen. The famous “Vale of Cashmere” is 
much farther north than Bombay and at 
a uc higher altitude and its climate has 
none of the debilitating characteristics of 





the lowland tropics. Let us pause for one 
more glimpse on a celebrated highway lead- 
ing to the capital city. 


POSITION 19. WAYFARERS ON A _ STRAIGHT 
THIRTY-MILE ROAD LINED WITH STATELY 
POPLARS ; CASHMERE 


It is a very good road that reaches off 
before us for miles, and at both sides stand 
magnificent poplar trees, tall and straight, 
their fresh green foliage leaving only a 
narrow space overhead open to the sky. 
Poplars are favorites in Cashmere; native 
princes long ago began their cultivation and 
now thousands of the beautiful things grow 
in stately perfection along roadsides or be- 
side the many streams and canals. At 
either side of this particular road fields of 
wheat, barley, and maize are spread out in 
the sunshine. The land is excellent. The 
native ruler is an intelligent, progressive 
prince, and an _ official representative of 
Great Britain is always here to advise re- 
garding policies of state; industrial condi- 
tions are in many respects exceptionally 
good up here. A number of the dark-skinned 
subjects of the Maharajah are close by us 
new, while we pause here on the high road 
—tall and rather handsome in their way, 
with voluminous shirts or robes and the 
usual bulky turbans. Cashmere merchants 
are notorious for persistency to the last 
degree in their work as salesmen. Euro- 
Leans often get annoyed by them to the point 
ef violent resentment, but Cashmerians are 
not fighters like the stern Sikhs of Amritsar. 
It offered a chance of getting hurt, they 
promptly beat a retreat: Some are Hindus. 
others are Moslems. Both kinds of faith 
flourish in their famous old capital city, 
which we will visit next week—a city of 
romantic beauty that makes one often think 
of the old hymn’s words: 


“Where every prospect pleases 
And only man is vile.” 


You can see for yourself these two strik- 
ing typical sights of the journey over into 
the celebrated Vale by using stereographs 
entitled (18) “Crossing the boiling floods 
of Jhelum River by a bridge of one raw- 
hide rope” and (19) “Wayfarers on a 
straight thirty-mile road lined with stately 
poplars; Cashmere.” 
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Look unto Jesus, His power will sustain thee, 
Look unto men, like them thou shalt fall, 
Look unto Jesus, He never will leave thee, 
Look unto Him, your All in All.

——tThe Webb Dill, prohibiting the trans- 
portation of intoxicating liquors into prohibi- 
tion territory by interstate carriers, passed 
both Houses of Congress. The liquor inter- 
ests brought great pressure to bear upon 
President Taft in an effort to induce him to 
veto the measure. 


——It has been announced by the Chancel- 
lor of Germany that the peace establishment 
of the army will be increased to 650,000 men, 
which is expected to require the extension of 
compulsory military service of all young men 
from two years to three years. For protec- 
tion against Germany, France will probably 
be forced to follow the same plan. 





Americans are going to Canada with 
its great resources in large numbers. During 
nine months of the fiscal year from April 1 
to December 31, 334,083 immigrants entered 
Canada, of whom 113,798 came from the Uni- 
ted States. These figures show an increase 
of fourteen per cent. over the arrivals for 
the corresponding period of 1911-12. 


——Two thousand United States marines 
from various barracks along the Atlantic 
coast have been ordered to Cuba, there to be 
held in readiness for possible use in Mexico. 
Besides the marines two army transports 
were ordered to proceed at once from New- 
port News to Galveston, Texas, where they 
might be close at hand for the movement of 
troops from the border should an emergency 
arise. 


——President John H. Patterson of the 
National Cash Register Company of Dayton, 
Ohio, has been sentenced to serve one year 
in the county jail at Troy, Ohio, and to pay 
a fine of $5,000 for violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law. Twenty-eight other officials 
and employees of the company were given 
jail sentences varying from three months to 
one year and were ordered to pay the costs 
of the prosecution. 


—One of the latest precautions against 
forgery that has been invented is making 
check or bank-notes that are capable of speak- 
ing. The note is given the power of utter- 
ance by applying to its edge a “pictorial” 
record of perforations representing some pre- 
arranged phrase. When the prepared note is 
placed in a phonograph the phrase is repro- 
duced in the presence of the person who has 
questioned the genuineness of the note. 
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—Recently Mrs. Grover Cleveland and 
Prof. T. J. Preston were married by Presi- 
dent Hibben, of Princeton University, in the 
executive residence of the University. The 
groom has been ill and therefore the wed- 
ding was very private, only relatives being 
present. The doctors ordered him South and 
the couple left for Florida. 


—According to a statement forwarded to 
the Senate, by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
an aggregate of $19,800,086 is expended an- 
nually by the government to maintain the 
public health service. The health division 
of the War Department is maintained at an 
annual cost of $5,714,090, that of the navy at 
a cost of $3,730,522, and that of the Agricul- 
tural Department at $3,899,202. The health 
service of the Panama Canal cost $1,620,391 
a year. The entire health service employs 
15,632 persons. 


— —tThe annual report of Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Hitchcock brings out the fact that the 
postal system of the country is now paying 
its own way. The record is most remarkable 
when it is considered that the year before the 
present administration the deficit in this de- 
partment was $17,500,000. The postal sav- 
ings banks have now been established in 12,- 
812 places. There are about 300,000 pa- 
trons with deposits aggregating approximate- 
ly $28,000,000. When these reach $50,000,000 
the system will be self-supporting. 


Doctor Bergius, a German chemist, is 
said to have produced artificial peat by sub- 
jecting a mixture of cellulose and water to a 
pressure of more than 6,000 pounds to the 
square inch, and heating the mixture to about 
240 degrees centigrade. This treatment con- 
tinued for twenty-four hours transforms the 
pulp into a product the constituents of which 
are identical with those of peat. Calcula- 
tions based on this new process show that 
with a temperature as low as that of the 
earth, it must have required 7,000,000 years 
to form the deposits of natural peat. 





——A change has been made in the con- 
stitution of Rhode Island and the governor 
and other State officers will henceforth hold 
office for two years, instead of one. Massa- 
chusetts is now the only State that holds an 
election every year. Twenty-four of the 
States choose their governors for a term of 
four years, twenty-two for a term of two 
years, and one State, New Jersey, for a term 
of three years. The change in Rhode Island 
allows Governor Pothier to serve six years 
in his present office, a longer term of service 
than has fallen to the lot of any other govern- 
or of that State in the past century. 


——A medical college, which will make 
Chicago the unquestioned American center of 
the study of that science, and which in time 
will place the city on a par In that respect 
with any city in the world, is ready for 
launching by the trustees of the University of 
Chicago. The millions of dollars required 
for its endowment are being sought among 
Chicago’s wealthy men, and a long stretch of 
land facing the Midway Plaisance will fur- 
nish the site for the array of costly build- 
ings. Plans for the new school contemplate 
the absorption of the Rush Medical College 
and the creation of elaborate facilities for 
advanced research work in every line of 
medical and surgical science.

SOME DAYS IN PORTO RICO 

TUESDAY, JANUARY 28. This after- 
noon we went to Santa Isabel, where we 
held service in the evening. This is one 
of the important points of our field in Porto 
lico. Here we have an organized church 
and own the property in which we worship. 
It is not a meeting-house proper, but a dwell- 
ing, one large room of which is used for 
public worship. 

The people feel the loss to them of Miss 
Mishler, whose faithful and energetic service 
gave character and hope to the work. Since 
last October, the services have been con- 
ducted by Juan Romero. He is but twenty 
years of age and is doing all that could be 
expected of one so young and inexperienced, 
but the work demands and is entitled to the 
care of a regularly-appointed missionary. 
Trother Barrett gives to this pvint, as he 
does to all the others, all the time and 
attention he can possibly spare from his 
work at Ponce, but notwithstanding that he 
does, the work will suffer and eventually 
fail unless we furnish a worker for it, and 
that, too, within a very short time. While 
Miss Mishler was on the field she lived in 
the smaller rooms of the house in which the 
people worship, and the feminine touches 
that yet remain, show how deeply she ap- 
preciated the better surroundings, and what 
a sacrifice she made in not having them. As 
I stood in one of the rooms, and noted the 
bare walls, the uncarpeted floor, and felt 
myself far from home, and among strangers, 
I said, What is there in this work to cause 
one to give up so much, and dv with so 
little? Such lives are not lived for money 
alone, neither are they lived for honor and 
praise. There must be something in the 
heart’s consecration to God and His needy 
children to enable one to Kve apart from the 
home of their childhood, and the compensa- 
tions of comfort and refinement. I have 
seen but little, but I have seen enough to 
know that such lives are heroic and worthy. 
in the midst of the needs and opportunities 
of such a field as this, one can scarcely 
understand the homesick feeling that grips 
one’s heart as the strange pathos of it all 
rises up to smite and devour; nor can one 
understand why people with so much of 
God’s gold in their possession will not sur- 
render a reasonable amount of it for the 
good it would do in such a field as this. 


WEDNESDAY, JANUARY 29. Our pro- 
gram of service took us to-day to Playatta. 
This, as all the other points mentioned, is 
several miles out from Ponce, thus requiring 
us to leave during the afternoon. Playatta 
is a village directly on the coast and is 
inhabited largely by fishermen. They go 
out in small boats a distance of ten or more 
miles. They usually leave for the “fishing 
grounds” about one o’clock in the morning. 
If they are successful in their haul they 
return by nine o’clock of the forenoon, but 
if not, they stay later. We had a talk (or 
rather Brother Barrett did) with one of 
these sturdy sons of the sea. He told us 
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of some of the exposures, dangers, and hard- 
ships of the trade and also of some of the 
hetter things of his life; as, for instance, a 
single haul sometimes incloses two hundred 
dollars worth of fish, but many, very many 
days indeed, are spent without remunera- 
tion. He is one of the men who would like to 
be a Christian, but who is living with a 
woman to whom he has not been married, 
and will neither marry her nor give her up. 
He argues that it cannot be wrong, for al- 
Ways and ever, here in Porto Rico, such 
life has been sanctioned by the church. Of 
course, he means the Catholic Church, 
which is wholly responsible for this awful 
condition in human society; and the home 
life of the people. I once heard Rev. 
Thomas Jefferson Bowman say in a sermon, 
that if there was no hell, he was in favor 
of raising one, that justice might be done 
to society. After one is in Porto Rico 
a while and feels the stench and stain of 
the godless home, as found here, one feels 
like saying, Amen, to the Rev. Gentleman’s 
suggestion. We have a small house in which 
to worship here in this village by the sea. 
It cost $75.00, but it answers the purpose 
for the present. The seats used in the 
room are the ones planned by Rev. H. J. 
Rhodes, when he was on the island, and 
were used first in the hall in Ponce. The 
same is true of the seats in our chapel in 
Canas. Brother Rhodes is yet remembered 
and most kindly spoken of. Here our faith- 
ful Brother Pedro Roman has charge and 
holds service every Sunday morning and 
Wednesday evening. Yesterday evening, 
when we arrived he nailed to the side of 
the building a small bulletin board on which 
were the words “IGLESIA CHRISTIANA,” and 
no Doctor Divinitas of the States ever gazed 
upon one of the kind with keener delight. 


THURSDAY, JANUARY 30. _ Brother 
Iarrett received the bill of lading for the 
pulpit furniture to-day and, supposing it to 
be at the harbor, off we hastened only to 
find that it was yet on the ship at San Juan, 
and would not get to Ponce before Monday 
of next week. The delay of the dedication 
is quite trying to our people here. During 
the forenoon Mr. Julio Biaggi called to see 
me. Mr. Biaggi spent some years in the 
States, and in the home of Key. H. J. 
Rhodes. He is quite free in his praise of 
Mr. Rhodes, and would be glad to meet him 
again, and when -Mr. Rhodes reads this he 
is to know what Mr. Biaggi still thinks of 
him, and appreciates his association with 
him. 

During the afternoon Mrs. Burnett had 
a meeting with the women of the church, 
about which she will write in the Woman’s 
Column of THE HERALD oF GosPeL LIBERTY, 
or in The Christian Missionary. Then came 
the mail bringing a letter to Mr. Barrett 
from Dr. Bishop, in which he mentioned the 
deaths of Brothers Holmes, Warbinton, and 
Swope, and later on came THE HERALD tell- 
ing of their deaths, and also of Rev. J. W. 
Wright’s decease. 
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“They never turned their back, but marched, 
breast forward, 

Never doubted clouds would break; 

Never dreamed, though right were worsted, 
wrong would triumph.”

In the falling of these princes of Israel 
we have lost much. With the going of 
Brothers Holmes and Warbinton a genera- 
tion almost closes its history. But few re- 
main of that generation of heroic souls to 
which these men belonged. I recall that at 
the Huntington Convention, Drs. Holmes, 
Weston, McWhinney, and Coe, were spoken 
of as the “Big Four.” They are gone. 
Brothers indeed they were to us all, and we 
should be brothers one to the other, for we, 
too, shall go. Brother Swope was very near 
and dear to my heart. I was his pastor 
for seven years, and a truer, nobler parish- 
ioner, no man has ever known., He was 
president of the conference to which I be- 
long, and he has always pes in the 
hearts of the ministers and delégates of 
that body. As I sit here to-night in Ponce, 
Porto Rico, and write of the day’s doing, 
there is before me a form and face of one 
as near and dear as friend and brother could 
be. “God buries His workmen, but carries 
en His work.” 


FRIDAY, JANUARY 31. I am beginning 
even now to realize that my days in God’s 
Sunshine Land are numbered, and that I 
shall soon return to the land of my birth 
and the field of my toil. 

This morning we climbed the mouatain- 


side, to a point from which we could see the 


city and the sea. A city without chimneys. 
smoke, and window-glass; and a sea which 
lay smooth and clear in the morning light, 
which suggested to us the sea of glass before 
the great white throne of the Infinite One; 
and which, too, was bordered by massive 
hills, zigzaging in and out, forming deep 
gorges, narrow valleys, and towering cliffs, 
all festooned with jungles of tropical growth, 
at once bewildering and bewitching. At the 
point to which we climbed was a commer- 
cial signal station. About three miles away 
is the La Playa (Port) and the men in 
charge of it, the wholesale merchants and 
others, employ a man and keep him at this 
lookout. He has in his little house a spy- 
glass, and the flags of all nations. When 
a ship comes into view he scruginizes the 
flag she carries, and raises one of the same 
kind on the flagstaff before his; door, and 
so tells the men at the port of the presence 
of an approaching ship, and the flag under 
which she sails. In the earlier years this 
was a protection as well as a commercial 
advantage, but now the commercial only 
seems to be the use to which it is put. 

The man now in charge has been ip charge 
for forty years. We could not make him 
understand us, nor could we understand him, 
except that he showed us several rows of 
bottled beer, which he made us know he had 
for sale. I am told that intoxicating drinks 
are sold almost everywhere on the island, 
but seldom does one see a native under the

influence of drink. All day long, on every 
Sabbath day, from the flagstaff in front of 
the little house on the hill, floats out the 
Stars and Stripes: of the United States. 
That flag never seemed to mean so much to 
me anywhere I have ever seen it, as it does 
here. May it be to this people the symbol 
of real liberty. 


At four o’clock I attended the Sunday- 
school teachers’ meeting for the study of the 
lesson, and in the evening we went to the 
Christian Endeavor service. This service 
was well attended and, though I could not 
understand a word of what was said, yet 
I know that the service counted for good 
in the lives of all present. There was in 
the audience an old black woman whose 
lame is Leonarda Savias. Around her head 
was the red bandanna handkerchief so com- 
mon to the black woman of the States. She 
says she is not far from a hundred years 
cld. She was reared in the faith of the 
Catholic Church, and until about seven 
years ago was a devoted member of that 
organization, and faithfully and patiently 
performed all the duties required of her. 
About seven years ago she was soundly con- 
verted and united with the Christian Church 
in Ponce. She had in her home at that 
time many images, all of which she gave up 
and had them taken out of her house. 
Since then she has been faithful to her new- 
found life. As we were leaving the church 
1 asked Brother Barrett if she attended the 
Christian Endeavor service regularly, to 
which he replied, “She is there every time 
the door is open.” He then told me of her 
faithful service and of her devotional life, 
and of her power in prayer. Her life and 
influence for righteousness among her neigh- 
bors has counted much each and every day 
since the day she found the Lord. Such a 
life, redeemed and sanctified. 


SATURDAY, FEBRUARY 1. There is a 
service to-night at one of the mission points 
under the care of Pedro Roman, but as we 
are going to Salinas to-morrow, it is deemed 
best not to drive out to-night. Salinas is 
thirty-five kilometers from Ponce, and for 
that matter about all of Porto Rico is now 
all agog with the spirit of the Annual 
Carnival. This carnival has long been ob- 
served by the Porto Ricans, and is a rollick- 
ing, grotesque festival, which masked and 
costumed gives vent to what is regarded 
bere a bubbling merriment. Thursday night 
the mysterious king rode through the streets 
ef the city and to-night the queen is to be 
crowned. I am told that no action or robe 
can be too exaggerated, and that riot runs 
wild everywhere, while even serious-minded 
men and women caper about in sheer delight 
of living. Weird bodies, weird costumes, 
falsetto voices, wit, humor, repartee, and 
jest are characteristic of the occasion. At 
about the break of day this morning, we 
were aroused by the strains of a brass band 
as it went through the streets wakening the 
sleeping city to the joys of the approaching 
festival. The first twenty or twenty-five 
times the one unbroken, unvaried strain fell 
wpon our ears the effect was startling, but 
for all the remaining hundreds it was a trifle 
monotonous. As I walked this afternoon 
down the west side of the plaza (public 
square), which is in the center of the busi- 
ness part of the city, I saw a family eating 
dinner on the sidewalk. The woman, with 


& babe at the breast, was sitting prone upon 
the walk, while the man and children sat in 
a doorway. She was handing out to them 
the things they had to eat, and was as un- 
concerned about it, and as indifferent to her 
surroundings as though no other custom had 
ever been obtained in all the world. 


SUNDAY, FEBRUARY 2. To-day we 
went to Salinas. The distance from Ponce 
to Salinas is twenty-one miles, or, as they 
put it here, thirty-five kilometers. We re- 
turned after the evening service, making a 
ride of forty-two miles in a buggy. Salinas 
is one of the important points of cur mission 
field on the island. It is quite a good-sized 
village and we have good church property 
there, and a well-organized church, but it 
is being quite rapidly disorganized, and will 
soon be in a state of chaos, unless a man 
is put at the head of affairs who can give 
his time to the work. Brother Barrett is 
too far away and, besides, he has all that 
one man can do in looking after the affairs 
of the Ponce church. We need a man, and 
need him at once, to locate in Salinas. Why 
should we begin such a work as we have at 
Salinas, and then give it up? 


Ponce is on the extreme western border, 
and Salinas on the extreme eastern border, 
of our field, and in going to Salinas we pass- 
ed through Arus, Playatta, Jauca, and Santa 
Isabel. We once had an organization at 
Jauca, but have not now. We tarried a 
few minutes at Santa Isabel, and saw the 
children gathering for Sunday-school. Clean- 
ly washed, and nicely dressed, they seemed 
a happy-hearted band of boys and girls. 
We attended the Sunday-school at Salinas, 
which has been reduced to a small number, 
compared to what it once was, and what 
it might yet become, if only we could put a 
man on the charge. The work Brother 
White did then still lives. He is most kind- 
ly remembered and spoken of, and his works 
follow him as certainly as the words and 
works of Abel. At the evening service the 
audience was not large, but quite attentive. 
At the close of the service the men talked 
over some business matters with Brother 
Barrett, and while I knew not what they 
said, I felt that they were in earnest and 
understood quite well the matter under con- 
sideration, which feeling was justified when 
Brother Barrett told me what was under 
consideration, and how the men had handled 
it. All day long there rang in my ears, our 
needs—men and money, money and men, 
men and money, money and men. Men can 
furnish the money, but only God can furnish 
the men. 


MONDAY, FEBRUARY 3. The richest 
man of Ponce died late Saturday night and 
was buried at 8:30 o’clock this morning. 
He was an old man and I understand well 
respected. The rich and poor dwell together, 
and God is the Maker of them all; and the 
rich and the poor die together, and God is 
the Judge of them all. To-day, in company 
with Brother Barrett, we took dinner with 
Rev. Mr. Wilson and family. Mr. Wilson 
is pastor of the Methodist church, and is 
a splendid Christian gentleman. He rejoices 
in the increased democracy of the Church 
te which he belongs and which he most de- 
votedly loves. But I never intended to write 
what I have, but what I have written I have 
written. What I wanted to write about is 
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BELLS, BELLS, BELLS, BELLS, BELLS. 


The Sunday-school was appointed to meet 
at Salinas at 3:00 o’clock in the afternoon. 
But one or two were there even as early as 
3:30, and some came as late as 4:30. Of 
course, that fretted me quite a little. I 
called Brother Barrett’s attention to it. He 
said, Well, it is not to be wondered at, and 
it can’t be helped. Said he, None of these 
people have clocks, and but few, if any, of 
the men have watches, and they have no idea 
of what time of day it is. Said he, If we 
only had bells on our churches, so that we 
could ring them for Sunday-school and serv- 
ice, it would help our people to be prompt. 
l saw the reason for their lateness, and felt 
the force of what he said. 

If some of our Christian Endeavor so- 
cieties would send money enough for a bell 
at Salinas, and another one for Arus, and 
still another for Santa Isabel, and thus help 
these people to gather on time for worship, 
it would be a work that for permanent bless- 
ing could scarcely be excelled. 

Say, you good Christian Endeavor so- 
cieties, pitch right in and raise the money, 
and let the tones float out over God’s Sun- 
shine Land, for all the years to come, telling 
of your love and gift. If you think of

THE DESTRUCTION OF SODOM 
Genesis 19:1-3; 12-29 
(Temperance Lesson) 


GOLDEN TEXT—Come out from among 
them, and be ye separate, saith the Lord, 
and touch not the unclean thing.—2 Cor. 6:17.

The Lesson Setting 

Time. Fourteen or fifteen years after our 
last lesson. Abraham was 86 years old 
when Ishmael was born, and he is 99 years 
old. It was between 1897 and 1904 B. C. 

Place. By the oaks of Mamre, at Hebron, 
about twenty miles from Sodom, is where 
Abraham was living. Sodom is supposed 
to have been situated at the southern end 
of the Dead Sea. 

“The Golden Text, taken from the writ- 
ings of Paul, constitutes the appeal which 
the story of Lot makes to all the children of 
faith. It is a call to separation from god- 
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less people, and from all the things which 
in themselves are unclean. The reasons for 
such a call are personal and relative. It is 
a call in the first place to the loss which 
proves to be gain. Lot gained much when 
he pitched toward Sodom, but by that choice 
he lost the only things worth having, and 
ultimately lost all the things he gained. All 
that is unworthy in friendship, or unclean 
in essence, which men lose because they live 
by faith, is as nothing compared to the in- 
finite gain. It was this very conception 
that was in the mind of Paul when he de- 
clared of things hot vulgar, but by com- 
parison worthless, that he counted all things 
but loss that he might gain Christ. 

The call is also one to the separation from 
evil men, which alone makes possible a sav- 
ing contract with them. To make friends 
with the men of the world by the sacrifice 
of principle in any degree, is to make it 
entirely impossible to serve them in the high- 


est way, or to save them from the forces 
which are destroying them.”—G. Campbell 
Morgan. 


Comments 
I. An Escape for Life. 12-17. 

God is merciful not only to nations and 
individuals, but also to the families of the 
righteous as well. God made much of the 
salvation of families in the early history of 
religion. The head of the family, as the 
representative of the family, is to a great 
extent responsible for the salvation of the 
entire family. Lot was called upon to sep- 
arate himself and all that he had from the 
contaminating influences of Sodom. We are 
like Lot called to come out and separate our- 
selves from all that is corrupt. The long- 
suffering of God extends mercy to mankind 
a long time, but His patience will not endure 
torever if we persist in sin. When His 
judgment doves come upon the wicked, God 
knows how to deliver the righteous from the 
judgments sent upon the wicked for their 
wickedness. All sin has a voice and the 
cry of sin is ever coming up into the ears 
of Jehovah, and unless men repent and have 
living faith in Him, they must perish. The 
destruction of Sodom was not merely the 
natural consequences of sin, but was a direct 
act of Jehovah sending the destroying angel. 

Though Lot was a righteous man, he was 
sadly under the contaminating influences of 
the world. This is one reason that his influ- 
ence was so sadly wanting even with his 
own sons-in-law. There are many Chris- 
tians to-day of like nature, because they 
have become tinctured with the sins of the 
world. Lot had believed God and was per- 
sistent in pleading with his sons-in-law, but 
his influence had lost its grip with them. 
The Christian that goes into the world for 
the gain of the world has little influence 
with the world. The unbelief of the warn- 
ing of God through His servants will bring 
ruin upon the heads of the unbelieving. Even 
Lot was loath to leave Sedom, and the angel 
had almost to drag him from the doomed 
city. He almost lost his life in trying to 
cling to his property. Many a professed 
Christian to-day and many more sinners are 
doing the same. They are clinging to the 
world and losing interest in the needs of 
the soul for salvation. Many a soul’s doom 
is written in these words, “He lingered.” 
Verse sixteen tells of the long-suffering of 
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God, and His compassionate dealings with 
lot and his family. 

The whole secret of Lot’s salvation is 
found in six words, “The Lord being merci- 
ful unto him.” This is the secret of the 
salvation of every one that is saved. It 
is not the justice of God that saves us but 
His long-suffering and forbearance toward 
us. The angels never left him until they 
took him well out of the city of destruction. 
God is always able and willing to provide 
every means of grace and mercy for our 
salvation, and leads us a long way in the 
direction of escape from His wrath. He 
provides churches, Bibles, preachers, teach- 
ers, and inspiring examples as angels of 
mercy to lead us eut of the Sodom of selfish- 
ness and sin to salvation. 

There are four points in the way of safety : 
First, “Escape for thy life;” second, “Look 
hot behind;” third, “Stay not;” fourth, 
“Escape to the mountain.” Many a one is lost 
by looking backward. “He that putteth his 
hand to the plow and looketh back is not 
worthy of the kingdom.” “God despises a 
quitter.” 

II. The Destruction of Sodom and Go- 
morrah, 23-29. 

Jehovah had stayed His judgment until He 
had saved the object of faithful Abraham’s 
prayers. The prayer and faith of good men 
have been the means of many a man’s salva- 
tion. The man that was brought to Christ 
and let down through the house top was 
saved on account of the faith of four good 
men. <As soon as Lot was in a place of 
safety, the threatened doom of the corrupt 
city was turned loose. This was not merely 
a natural calamity, but a supernatural pun- 
ishment. The destruction of these wicked 
cities was complete and the evidences of it 
remain until this day. Sodom and Gomor- 
rah will stand in history as a warning 
to all sinners for all time. After 
God had provided a way of escape from the 
city, she looked, and turned to a pillar of 
salt. This is a warning to all who may 
enter the way of safety never to look back. 
He who looks back longingly into the world 
of sin will bring upon himself the judgment 
of death. Abraham went early .9 see what 
had been the result of his prayer. Those 
who pray expect an answer, and their faith 
will insure an answer. We should pray 
expecting something when we pray. He 
could see only ruin and destruction, but the 
one in whom he was most interested was 
saved. God saved Lot because He “remem- 
bered” Abraham. 


Application 

“God cares for each individual, and even 
in general destruction will let nothing hap- 
pen to any one unjustly, or not for his good.” 

“The righteous are the preservers of the 
nation. They are the salt, the leaven, 
through which the nation will be redeemed. 
But often the righteous are partakers of 
the guilt. They have become contaminated.” 

“Like Sodom, the wicked have within 
them the elements of their own punishment 
—their moral natures, memory, conscience, 
bad character, remorse. These are often 
dormant till God’s outward punishment sets 
them aflame. As Milton’s Satan says, ‘My- 
self am hell.’” 

“May the young see the doom of many

General Comment 
BY EDWARD FRENCH 


This is a “lop-sided” subject if we are to 
credit the popular faMacious interpretation. 
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We are enthusiastically told that “con- 
science is a sure guide,” that it is the “voice 
of God” and many other unwarranted judg- 
ments which thousands have followed faith- 
fully but went to “the bad.” Statements 
concerning psychological truths should never 
be peddled out indiscriminately by those who 
never analyze nor weigh words, but blunder 
in thoughtlessly, depending on the charitable 
sentiments of the public to disguise absurd 
discrepancies in logic or philosophy. 

Conscience is a relative term, expressive of 
the individual sense of discrimination be- 
tween right and wrong and is variously de- 
veloped or undeveloped in different people, de- 
pending largely on social and ethical stand- 
ards, training, and environment in general. 

The value of “‘conscience” to any individual 
rests, therefore, upon interpretative judg- 
ment in any given situation where a choice is 
to be made, for upon this principle the indi- 
vidual response naturally depends. 

Some quack has pronounced the premature 
opinion that all children are “rogues” be- 
cause they pick up trinkets “belonging to 
cthers.” Nothing could be further from 
the truth. To be a rogue implies that one 
must be conscious of the self-appropriation 
of the property of another without any ade- 
quate return in value. Such distinctions 
are rarely ever made by very young children. 
They do not possess any common basis or 
conception definitive of “ownership.” F 

The late Dr. W. T. Harris, formally United 
States Commissioner of Education, expressed 
the involved ethical principle in these well- 
chosen words: 

“Every self-active being is a will in so 
far as it lifts itself out of the chain of causa- 
tion, in which it finds itself in nature, and 
acts in such a way as to modify this chain 
of action in accordance with its inclination 
or ideas. It can originate modifications in 
the chain of causality and thus become re- 
sponsible for the series of effects which flow 
from its action. It becomes a moral will 
when it is conscious of this power of origina- 
tion; it knows itself responsible. Immersed 
in mere feeling, in mere likes and dislikes, 
interests and antipathies, it is not a moral 
will, although it originates new causal series 
in the world. But it becomes conscious of 
its responsibilities when it observes in itself 
the power to inhibit or hold back the chain of 
causality in which it finds itself and resists 
its inclinations and the force of its habits. 
It can absolutely refuse to act, and this dem- 
onstrates its absolute freedom. Freedom 
does not mean the power to do everything, 
for that is omnipotence. It means the power 
to refuse to transmit external impulses and 
forces by lending them its efforts.” 

It is manifestly true that the development 
of the faculties does not end with youth 
but is continuallly augmented by experience 
and observation. If the interpretative judg- 
ment be defective the result will be an irre- 
sponsible or untrustworthy “conscience,” but 
if we have lived up to our best moments and 
honest convictions thoroughly sifted by rea- 
son we may fairly assume that our sense of 
discrimination between right and wrong will 
be tender and responsive whenever we find 
ourselves face to face with irresolution and 
uncertainty. The “conscience” is dependa- 
ble, therefore, only to the extent that it is 
honest, acute, and enlightened. 

Granting “conscience” to have been culti- 


vated properly, we live, nevertheless, in an 
age when one is asked to crucify his con- 
victions, however well founded, for the sake 
of policy. This is a modern distortion of 
what was once wisely pursued under the cap- 
tion of tact, and is probably a disease con- 
tracted from the modern political and com- 
mercial creeds.

A nail driven too near a compass may make 
it a false guide; a secret sin will do the 
same for one’s conscience. 

A bell-buoy that gets loose is transformed 
from a means of safety to a peril; so is an 
unanchored conscience. 

A soldier, carrying a dinner bucket, drop- 
ped his hands to his sides when a waggish 
friend shouted “Attention!” and lost his din- 
ner. Our obedience to conscience should be 
as instinctive as that. 

A conscience in good condition responds as 
readily to slight suggestions as a bicycle well 
oiled and balanced responds to the bending 
of its rider’s body.

TOO FOGGY 

Chilling temperature and polar currents 
encountering warm atmosphere make fog. 
Remember that. 

Are you befogged? Perhaps Dr. Burnett 
may have some experience on his way home 
—ship slowed down, fog-horn raising the roof 
of his head every minute or two. He'll 
know every minute just where he is; but he 
may not be so sure of the latitude and 
longitude of the ship. 

The foreign mission offering is just ahead 
cf us, due March ninth. Any connection 
with fog? 

Let me beseech the whole brotherhood to 
face the paramount issue squarely: dimin- 
ished foreign mission offerings and funds 
will produce a situation beside which the 
present situation is easy and simple. There 
are several facts which might just as well 
be stated categorically here: 

1. Granting, for sake of argument, that 
the present condition of our foreign mission 
work is a crisis, within sixty days the crisis 
would be past, if the foreign offering any- 
where nearly reaches the proportions the 
conferences have undertaken to secure. And 
it might reach them. 

2. Questions of men and policy cannot 
be revised or settled on March 9. 

3. A sudden change of policy or admin- 
istration is nearly impossible, without great 
injury to the cause. 


4. Diminished receipts will not necessar- 
ily effect any such change as you desire in 
missionary administration, but they will 
strike much farther and hurt much worse 
than you dream of. 

Less funds than we had last year will 
mean less missionary work on the fields. 
It will be inevitably so. And you may set

eusier to lop off work than it will be to 
resume it. If we discredit ourselves by rad- 
ical action in the heat of displeasure, then 
we must change our fields of work to local- 
ities where we are not known. 

5. If all of us curb our impulses and 
stand faithfully by the foreign missionary 
work now, the work can be saved from seri- 
ous injury. The matter rests with you, and 
you, and me, individually. 

Every pastor in the denomination can 
stand up before his congregation and con- 
scientiously appeal to his people in behalf 
of the work in Porto Rico and Japan. The 
work is nothing to be ashamed of, rather is 
it something to be proud of. And no pastor 
with power of discrimination can conscienti- 
ously strike a blow at our foreign mission 
work in order to register dissent as to the 
policy directing the work. 

Moreover, every blow struck at our for- 
eign work will be a blow at all our other 
institutions. This present flurry has affect- 
ed other institutions already. 

If you love the cause you have been 
preaching for and sacrificing for so many 
years; if you mean to be loyal to the broth- 
erhood that has nourished and trained you 
spiritually; if you mean to do alJ you can 
for the Lord, your Master, and aJl you can 
to destroy the works of darkness; if you 
mean to do as your Master did; then stand 
by your missionary work, and do it right 
row, good and hard! There is some fog in 
your direction? Sail out of the chilling at- 
mosphere into more genial climes, and re- 
member that you have a missionary work in 
Japan and Porto Rico that is substantial 
and not foggy, and that what you bave there 
will remain there only so long as you sup- 
port it and back it up and pray for it.

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THAT TRIP TO JAPAN 
- The Foreign Mission Secretary has en- 
gaged passage on the steamship sailing from 
Seattle, March 24. The Japan Conference 
will meet April 28 and continue until May 
2, the Quarter-Centennial Celebration occur- 
ring on May 1. 

Several facts should be borne in mind 
relative to this trip: The Japan Conference, 
and not the missionaries, conceived the 
Quarter-Centennial idea, hoping to quicken 
the work in Japan and the interest in Amer- 
ica; The Japanese brethren especially desire 
the Foreign Mission Secretary’s presence, 
and in this the missionaries heartily concur; 
the Japanese brethren raised twenty-five 
dollars toward the Secretary’s trip, and put 
$t in the Mission Treasury in Japan before 
a cent had been raised here in America. 
Seeing the strategic importance ef the visit, 
the Mission Board directed the Secretary to 
go to Japan, in response to the appeal of 
the Japanese brethren, the missionaries, the 
recommendation of the Secretary, and their 
own best judgment. This is the first time 
that our Japanese brethren have ever made 
2uy important request of the brotherhood 
in America (this has come to you all through 
the American Christian Convention), and 
we leaye our readers to imagine what a 
blow to them failure to send the Secretary 
would be. 

And suppose that the Secretary should 
not go to Japan—well, put it this way: 
jmagine yourself in the place of one of our 
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missionaries, stifling your own disappoint- 
ment, and trying to explain to the Japanese 
brethren. 

Personally, the Foreign Mission Secretary 
cannot afford to make the trip, even if neces- 
sary expenses are paid. He has had experi- 
ence with trips to Porto Rico, and speaks 
out of experience. But he is planning to go 
out of a sense of duty and desire to help 
the cause, and from no ulterior motive. 

A call for funds for the trip was sent to 
the Christian Endeavor Societies chiefly be- 
cause they have not recently been asked to 
do anything definite for the foreign cause, 
and they are able to furnish the necessary

The last five years have seen much effort 
put forth to find the best plans of church 
and kingdom finance.

ELON COLLEGE MAN STATE INSPEC- 
TOR OF SCHOOLS FOR VIRGINIA 


ELON CoLuece, N. C., Feb. 17, 1913. 

Word has just reached here that Prof. 
A. Lucius Lincoln, Charlotte C. H., Va., was 
to-day elected State Superintendent of Rural 
Blementary Schools for the State of Virgin- 
ia. Mr. Lincoln graduated from Elon in 
1907 at the head of his class and immediate- 
ly entered into teaching as his life-work. 
He taught first in Nash County, this State, 
2nd later at Haw River, this State, whence 
he went as superintendent of the schools at 
Charlotte C. H., Va, which position he re- 
signs in March to enter upon his new duties. 

Mr. Lincoln’s great work at Charlotte C. 
H., won him this promotion. In four years 
he has doubled the faculty of iis schools. 
doubled their enrollment, trebled their equip- 
ment, and raised the course from two to 
four years in the high school department, 
and placed it on the accredited list for un- 
conditioned entrance to the University of 
Virginia.

What? 

The Foreign Mission Offering. 

Why? ad 

First, because the Mission Spirit is one, 
whether its object is the Home or the For- 
eign field. If that spirit is fostered, the final 
result will be to increase all effort and all 
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gifts. It is probably true, that the greatest 
interest in Foreign Missions is usually accom- 
panied by the greatest interest in Home 
Missions. 

Second, because of the peculiar relation of 
the Foreign work to Home conditions. Na- 
tions are becoming so bound together, that 
the welfare of one involves the welfare of all 
the others. Our relation to the Oriental na- 
tions will be closer as the years go on. A 
Christianized Orient means a simplification 
of all the problems created by that relation- 
ship. A Christian China and Japan will not 
constitute a “Yellow peril.” Further, the 
larger the number of people of Eastern na- 
tions that can be Christianized before they 
come to America, the less likelihood there 
will be of their presence developing an “Ori- 
ental problem” in our cities and on the Pa- 
cifie coast. 

Third, because one of our “Foreign fields” 
is in reality a home field, and every dollar 
put into it is helping to solve the Home Mis- 
sion situation. Porto Rico is now, beyond 
dispute and recall, a part of the United 
States of America. No one is agitating for 
its independence, nor looking forward to its 
self-government, except as a part of this re- 
public. The goal to which its people look for- 
ward is American citizenship. Our mission 
in Porto Rico is one of the agencies which 
are preparing the people of the island for 
that citizenship, and is in so far a real Home 
Mission enterprise. Therefore the believers 
in Home Missions should take a deep interest 
in our foreign offering. 

Fourth, because the Foreign Mission Defi- 
cit is a hindrance to the enlargement of our 
Home Missions offerings and work. On ac- 
count of that deficit, we have been obliged 
to make nearly all of our special appeals for 
Foreign Missions. A Home Mission Special 
has not been able to get a hearing. Because 
of it, the “Budget Plan” was devised in the 
interest of the Foreign Mission Fund. The 
Foreign Mission Deficit has kept the Foreign 
Fund in the “Lime Light,” and compelled us 
to put an unequal emphasis upon that por- 
tion of our work. For the sake of our Home 
Mission work, which has been suffering on 
account of the disproportionate emphasis, let 
us get that deficit out of the way. 

Fifth, because an empty treasury stares us 
in the face, if the Foreign Offering is not 
well up to and beyond anything that we have 
done before. We are counting on that offer- 
ing to replenish the exchequer, after six lean 
months. Failure in one fund embarrasses 
all, and sends us to outside borrowing and 
actual debt, which is a grief and a distress 
and a discouragement. A full treasury en- 
ables us to pay current bills, transact our 
own business with our own resources, avoid 
interest charges, and all sorts of embarrass- 
ing things. 

If we permit discussions, and misunder- 
standings, and scare headlines, and differ- 
ences of interpretations, to- stop the Foreign 
Offering, all departments of our work will 
suffer. Therefore in the interest of Home 
Missions, let us drop all these confusing 
things, and work for the Foreign Offering, 

The work which we are attempting under 
the name of Foreign Missions is not too 
large for our people. It would be a shame 
to reduce it. There is no need of reducing 
it. Even if we continue to carry Porto Rico 
on our Foreign Mission contributions, (As 
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according to the Convention action we must 
do until it votes otherwise) we can easily 
make those contributions sufficient. Remem- 
ber, that on the basis of last year’s work and 
estimates, it will only take a fifteen hundred 
dollar increase in the General Foreign Fund 
to carry the work and stop the deficit from 
growing. Every dollar above that will go to 
reduce the deficit, and put our foreign work 
in a position of advantage. 

So the Home Mission Department is des- 
perately in earnest over the March offering. 
We must have a substantial increase. The 
Conference Budget pledges must be re- 
deemed. But if the March offering should be 
smaller, instead of larger, we will then be 
obliged to have a continuous Foreign Mission 
Campaign, right through the conference sea- . 
son and to the next meeting of the Mission 
Board. And where will our Home Mission 
work be by that time? 

A generous March offering will make the 
Foreign Mission Budget safe, and will remove 
the danger of so strenuous a pull for Foreign 
Missions throughout the remainder of the 
year as to interfere with the regular Home 
work. And a successful working of the For- 
eign Mission Budget plan this year, will 
make it possible to have a Home Mission 
Budget next year. 

Therefore, the Home Mission Department 
is interested.

BATTLES ON AT WASHINGTON 


An important item of temperance news is 
that on January 20 the House Military Af- 
fairs Committee ordered publication of full 
arguments on both sides of the canteen ques- 
tion. The volume includes the recent hear- 
ing in behalf of the restoration of the can- 
teen, at which Secretary of War Stimson ap- 
peared, at request of Congressman Bartholdt, 
bringing only such oflicers as took the can- 
teen side, General Wood, Surgeon General 
Torney, etc., and some wives of army officers 
who joined in the plea that to reduce licen- 
tiousness and its deadly consequences the 
army beer saloon should be revived. The 
volume becomes a “battle royal” by the addi- 
tion under “leave to print” of overwhelming 
anti-canteen rejoinders by Gens. Miles. 
Grant, and Daggett, and by Col. Maus, and 
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many other military officers, together with 
a statement of Mrs. Maus offsetting army 
women on the other side. The volume closes 
with a full “chronology” of the canteen con- 
troversy. The book is the fullest statement 
ever made of both sides of the canteen issue. 
A copy can be obtained by asking your own 
Congressman for “the recent hearing on the 
canteen before House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee.” 

The latest move in the crusade to “clean 
up Washington for Inauguration” is a peti- 
tion signed by the Superintendent of the In- 
ternational Reform Bureau, the Presidents 
of District Anti-Saloon League and Interde- 
nominational Missionary Union, and Mrs. M. 
D. Ellis of the N. W. C. T. U., asking the 
House Ways and Means Committee, Hon. 
Oscar W. Underwood, chairman, which, un- 
der the new rules is the Committee on Com- 
mittees, to move the House to dismiss from 
membership in Committee on the District of 
Columbia, six Congressmen who had not at- 
tended a single one of the weekly meetings 
of the Committee since May 17, 1912, when a 
moderate liquor bill, reducing, but not abol- 
ishing, saloons in the National Capital, came 
to the Committee from the Senate. Because 
of this move or for some other reason, a 
quorum was present at hour of regular week- 
ly meeting, 10:00 a. m., Friday, January 31, 
but nothing came of it except to report “two 
little bills, one to build a warehouse and an- 
other opening a street about one block long.” 
Dilatory discussion on these trifies and on 
“red light’ injunction act, on which no ac- 
tion was taken, used up the short hour al- 
lowed for the meeting, and liquor bill was 
not reached. Congressman Cary, of Wiscon- 
sin, who made the point of “No quorum” 
against both moral measures at the previous 
meeting, was able with the help of Congress- 
man Kahn, of California, to prevent a vote 
on the “red light” bill on the ground they 
wished to examine the arguments for and 
against segregation that were presented to 
Senate Committee, The Committee should 
have replied that the fortnight since bill 
passed Senate had been ample time to study 
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the bill, and that further delay put Commit- 
tee under reasonable charge of dilatory tac- 
tics. Another trick to defeat the bill is sug- 
gestion of amendments which would send it 
back to Senate and endanger final passage 
in crowded closing days of Congress. Ask 
your Congressman’s aid to discharge Commit- 
tee from consideration of acts passed by Sen- 
ate at least. 

Webb-Kenyon bill to remove protection of 
Federal Government from interstate ship- 
ments of liquors for use contrary to State 
laws seems within sight of victory. Under 
unanimous consent rule, bill will come to 
vote in Senate February 10, and there is no 
doubt it will pass, probably with the elimina- 
tion of the second section, to which friends 
of the bill will generally consent. 

House Judiciary Committee has fixed Feb- 
ruary 5 as date when it will vote whether 
bill shall be reported. A favorable report is 
confidently expected. 

There is a strong reason to believe that 
House and Senate have really decided to 
enact this law, and that it will now be a race 
between the two branches of Congress for 
the honor of first passing it. Representative 
Henry, of. House Rules Committee, asserts 
that a rule will be promptly brought in order- 
ing a vote upon the measure, and it is pos- 
sible House may catch Senate napping and 
pass bill before February 10. 


The President has previously indicated his 
approval of the principle of the bill, and his 
signature is not in doubt. Although probabil- 
ities all point to victory the broadside of 
petitions, letters, and especially of telegrams 
should be intensified. 

The enactment of the Webb-Kenyon Dill 
will end a half century warfare for justice. 
After thirty years of agitation, Congress 
passed a measure of similar design but it was 
declared unconstitutional by the Supreme 
Court. Since that time each Congress has 
seen introduction of an interstate bill word- 
ed with a view to avoid constitutional objec- 
tion, but efforts of liquor lobby have pre- 
vented any such bill from coming to a vote 
except in the House only. 

The present Webb-Kenyon bill, stripped of 
superfluous verbiage, is correctly para- 
phrased thus: “The shipment of intoxicating 
liquor from one State into any other State 
by any person, to be received or used in vio- 
lation of the law of such State, is hereby 
prohibited.” 
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NEW YORK LETTER

Fenton. Many testimonies were given to 
God’s faithfulness in answering prayer and 
to the delights of Christian living.
